Cocaine  and  morphine  exports  will  in  future  be  ascertained 
by  the  Board  of  Trade  (p.  57).    See  also  p.  35. 

Further  notes  on  the  chemical  monographs  of  the  new 
German  Pharmacopoeia  are  printed  on  p.  45. 

The  carriage  of  mixed  parcels  of  drugs,  including  spirits, 
ethers,  and  the  like,  is  giving  wholesalers  serious  trouble 
(p.  50). 

Dr.  W.  H.  Martindale  does  not  quite  agree  with  Mr.  Cowley 
as  to  the  composition  of  ung.  hydrarg.  nit.  He  communicates 
the  results  of  some  experiments  (p.  61). 

The  export  and  import  trade  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland 
during  1910  was  valued  at  nearly  1,213  millions  sterling.  The 
chemicals  and  drugs  exported  were  valued  at  18^  millions. 
Full  details  are  given  in  the  article  which  begins  on  p.  49. 

In  laboratory  notes  on  Java  grass-oils  which  Messrs. 
Boake  Roberts  &  Co.  communicate,  they  agree  that  Java 
citronella  oil  is  better  than  the  Ceylon,  and  that  Schimmel's 
test  alone  is  sufficient.  They  add  notes  on  Java  lemongrass 
oil  and  on  oil  of  Backhousia  citriodom  (p.  61). 

The  Pharmaceutical  Council's  scheme  of  a  curriculum  for 
the  Minor  examination  and  the  division  of  that  examination 
is  fully  discassed  in  an  article  on  p.  48,  where  we  show  how 
it  will  eat  into  apprentices'  time,  what  it  will  cost,  and  how 
it  will  decrease  the  number  of  qualified  and  increase  the 
number  of  unqualified  in  the  retail  drug-trade.  "  Xrayser  II." 
says  the  scheme  is  unsatisfactory  (p.  47)  ;  it  receives  general 
support  from  the  Bradford  and  Cardiff  Associations  (p.  55) ;

The  Council  of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association 
has  been  elected  this  week  without  change-(p.  34). 

The  case  of  Riley  v.  National  Cash  Register  Co.,  Ltd.,  has 
been  settled  before  the  third  hearing  had  begun  (p.  39). 

The  names  of  the  candidates  who  passed  the  Minor  examina- 
tion in  Edinburgh  and  London  this  month  will  be  found  on 
p.  54. 

M.  Derneville,  who  was  President  of  the  International 
Congress  of  Pharmacy  in  Brussels  last  September,  is  dead, 
as  also  is  Mr.  G.  E.  Bridge,  of  Bournemouth  (p.  43). 

Mr.  Fordham,  the  West  London  Magistrate,  in  dismissing 
a  summons  for  selling  cocoa  containing  18  per  cent,  of  shell, 
has  established  a  rule  that  the  whole  ground  bean,  including 
husk,  may  be  used  for  the  manufacture  of  cocoa  (p.  41). 

The  business  at  the  Council-meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland  last  week  was  formal.  We  add  to  the 
report  the  names  of  those  who  have  this  month  passed  the 
Preliminary  and  Registered  Druggist  examinations  (p.  54). 

Mr.  Justice  Darling  and  a  special  jury  commenced  the 
hearing  on  Thursday  afternoon  of  the  action  Palmer  v.  Good- 
lake  and  Nutter  and  others,  which  is  to  be  followed  by  Same 
v.  Produce  Brokers  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  Same  v.  Phillips  and 
another  (p.  41). 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  succeeded  in  an  action 
under  Section  15  of  the  1868  Act  against  a  seedsman,  who  • 
sold  a  horticultural  poison  without  his  name  and  address. 
They  failed  in  a  second  action  of  the  same  kind,  Mr.  Dobbs 
convincing  Judge  Howard  Smith,  of  Lichfield,  that  the  offence 
was  against  Section  17  and  not  Section  15.  A  case  for  the 
Society  is  to  be  stated  (pp.  39  and  40). 

Trade  and  Market  Matters. 


The  proposals  to  form  a  union  among  the  Java  coca-planters 
and  establish  a  cocaine-factory  have  not  made  any  progress, 
owinc  to  peculiar  local  conditions,  which  are  discussed  on 
p.  38. 

More  activity  has  prevailed  this  week  on  the  drug-markets, 
home  buyers  replenishing  their  stocks,  while  the  export  trade 
in  chemicals  and  drugs  continues  good.  The  few  price- 
changes  which  have  occurred  are  mostly  in  favour  of  sellers, 
and  include  higher  prices  for  turmeric,  turpentine,  benzols, 
lemon-juice,  tolu  balsam,  colocynth,  and  peach-kernel  oil.

Brevities. 

Mr.  W.  P.  Bowman,  of  Messrs.  Goodall,  Backhouse  & 
Co.,  Leeds,  has  this  week  been  acting  as  foreman  of  the 
Grand  Jury  at  the  City  Quarter  Sessions. 

The  Richmond  Town  Council  have  renewed  the  horti- 
cultural-poison licences  of  Mr.  L.  R.  Russell,  the  Richmond 
Nurseries,  and  Mr.  Sydney  Flower,  ironmonger,  67  Kew 
Road,  Richmond. 

The  Nottingham  Coroner  on  January  9  adjourned  for  an 
analysis  the  inquiry  into  the  death  of  Wm.  Hickinbottom 
(37),  medical  dispenser,  who  died  at  his  home  at  116  Flewitt 
Street,  Nottingham,  after  taking  a  pill.  Dr.  Reid  said  the 
symptoms  of  death  were  consistent  with  some  kind  of 
narcotic-poisoning. 

Burglars  gained  entry  on  Januarv  8  to  the  premises  of 
Mr.  A.  Bennett,  chemist,  81  Waterloo  Street,  Hull.  They 
obtained  6s.  in  the  pharmacy,  and  also  a  silver  watch 
from  a  room  next  to  where  Mr.  Bennett  was  reading. 
Here  they  appear  to  have  been  disturbed,  for  they  left 
a  quantity  of  jewellery  on  the  table  untouched. 

Early  on  Monday  morning  last  two  thieves  broke 
through  the  laboratories  of  Mr.  E.  J.  Fairy,  B.Sc, 
F.I.C.,'  56a  Great  Dover  Street,  London,  S.E.,  but  were 
alarmed  and  decamped  without  taking  anything.  They 
seemed  not  to  know  the  value  of  the  platinum  dishes. 
There  was  also  some  money  set  aside  for  paying  accounts 
on  Monday,  but  the  thieves  had  not  the  curiosity  to  lift 
up  some  papers  which  covered  it. 

The  Phoenix  Mill  of  Messrs.  W.  Woolky,  Ltd.,  manu- 
facturing chemists,  in  King  Street,  Blackburn,  was  en- 
dangered on  January  7  by  an  outbreak  of  fire  in  another 
part  of  the  building  tenanted  by  Messrs.  J.  Cort  &  Co. 
It  took  the  local  brigade  of  thirty  men.  with  the  full 
complement  of  steamers  and  apparatus,  about  two  hours 
to  completely  extinguish  the  fire.  Three  valuable  horses 
belonging  to  Mr.  Woolley  were  rescued. 

At  the  inquiry  into  the  death  of  Sarali  Evans,  domestic 
servant,  employed  by  Mr.  W.  S.  Mitchell,  chemist.  35  King- 
Street,  Egremont,  Cheshire,  it  was  stated  that  deceased 
had  taken  sleeping-draughts  of  from  3  to  5  drops  of 
tincture  of  hyoscyamus.  Three  bottles  containing  drugs 
were  discovered  in  her  bedroom,  and  Mr.  Mitchell  said  he 
had  no  knowledge  of  Evans  having  got 'them,  but  that  she 
had  access  to  the  shop.  The  jury  returned  an  open  verdict. 
Royal  Tradesmen. 

Royal  Warrants  of  Appointment  have  been  granted  to 
J.  &"E.  Atkinson,  Ltd.,  of  24  Old  Bond  Street,  and  ox 
Eonia  Works.  Bermondsey.  London,  and  Jeyes'  Sanitary 
Compounds  Co.,  Ltd.,  64  Cannon  Street,  London,  E.C. 
Cocaine.  Opium,  and  Morphine. 

"The  Times"  calls  attention  to  a  paragraph  in  the 
"  British  Medical  Journal  "  of  January  7  that  at  the  forth- 
coming International  Congress  for  the  Suppression  of  the 
Opium  Traffic,  to  be  held  at  The  Hague  on  May  30. 
.  Great  Britain  will  propose  that  morphine  and  cocaine  shall 
be  included  together  with  opium  in  the  prohibitive  enact- 
ment, and  this  proposal  will,  it  is  said,  be  supported  by 
the  United  States.  As  far  back  as  September  1910  we 
reported  that  the  British  Government  had  agreed  that  the 
question  of  the  traffic  in  cocaine  and  morphine  should  be 
considered  at  the  conference,  and  that  the  Government 
would  render  every  assistance  in  order  to  deal  effectively 
with  the  matter. 

Fairchild  Scholarship  and  Prizes.

There  were  fourteen  candidates  in  the  manufacturers' 
section,  but  the  ten  representatives  of  the  late  Council 
were  re-elected.  In  the  wholesalers'  section  eleven 
candidates  were  nominated,  but  one  would  not  stand  for 
election  so  that  ail  the  retiring  members  have  been  de- 
clared re-elected.  Only  the  ten  retiring  members  were 
nominated  in  the  retail  section,  all  of  whom  have  been 
declared  re-elected. 

De-alcoholising  Beer. 

In  a  paper  on  some  experiments  on  de-alcoholising  beer 
and  reproducing  alcohol  read  by  Mr.  Otto  Overbeck  before 
the  Institute  of  Brewing  on  January  9.  it  was  stated  that 
the  percentage  of  alcohol  in  beer  could  be  lowered  from 
above  4  per  cent,  to  0.2  per  cent,  by  driving  carbon-dioxide 
gas  through  the  beer  kept  at  a  temperature  of  120°  F.  The 
lecturer  stated  that  in  consequence  of  an  attempt  to  car- 
bonate de-alcoholised  chilled  beer  without  pressure  by  means 
of  a  slow  current  of  carbon  dioxide  he  had  been  driven  to 
the  "inevitable  and  incontrovertible  conclusion"  that 
he  had  been  gradually  reproducing  alcohol  by  chemical 
means  in  a  liquid  from  which  it  was  his  most  earnest  desire 
to  keep  it  out.  He  had  repeated  the  experiment  twenty 
or  thirty  times  generally,  but  not  always  with  the  same 
result.  The  maximum  increase  was  from  0.2  to  2.2  per 
cent,  of  alcohol.  The  author  said  it  appeared  to  him  "  that 
the  entirely  neglected  waste  product  carbon  dioxide  had 
by  this  discovery  been  raised  from  insignificance  to  a 
pinnacle  of  the  greatest  importance."

Co-operation,  in  Hospital  Contracts. 

A  sub-committee  (consisting  of  the  Hon.  S.  Holland 
the  Hon.  A.  Stanley,  and  Mr.  J.  G.  Griffiths)  appointed 
by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  King  Edward's  Hos- 
pital Fund  for  London  has  just  issued  the  results  of  its 
inquiry  :  (1)  Whether  it  is  advisable  for  the  Fund  to  pro- 
mote co-operative  purchase  by  joint  contracts  entered  into 
by  several  hospitals;  and  (2)  whether  the  Fund  could  use- 
fully recommend  any  standardisation  of  forms  of  tender 
for  hospital  contracts.  The  general  conclusion  arrived  at 
is  that  it  would  not  be  profitable  to  recommend  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  scheme  for  the  whole  of  the  London  hos- 
pitals^ but  the  sub-committee  suggest  a  scheme  of  co- 
operation of  several  small  or  moderate^sized  institutions 
acting  in  combination  with  one  or  more  larger  hospitals. 
In  the  formation  of  such  groups  geographical  situation 
would  be  one  of  the  determining  factors.  Such  an  arrange- 
ment is  thought  to  be  likely  to  prove  of  advantage  to  mcst 
if  not  all  of  the  institutions  concerned.  It  is  considered 
that  the  Fund  might,  without  putting  any  pressure  upon 
hospitals,  express  its  readiness  to  assist  in  such  a  move- 
ment. A  model  form  of  tender  for  hospital  contracts, 
drafted  by  Mr.  Salmon,  managing  director  of  Messrs.  J. 
Lyons  &  Co.,  has  been  drawn  up  for  circulation  privately  to 
hospitals.  The  report  can  be  obtained  (post  free  3c/.)

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Of  the  drug-samples  examined  by  the  Essex  county 
analyst  (Dr.  B.  Dyer)  last  quarter,  only  one — a  sample  of 
medicine — was  certified  as  "adulterated." 

The  Gloucester  analyst  reports  that  all  the  following 
samples  taken  during  the  past  quarter  gave  satisfactory 
results  on  analysis  :  Glycerin  2,  mustard  2,  pepper  3,  and 
vinegar  2. 

The  West  Ham  medical  officer  (Mr.  C.  Sanders)  states 
that  since  his  last  report  the  vendors  of  samples  of  saffron 
adulterated  with  20  per  cent,  of  barium  sulphate,  and 
Gregory's  powder  not  of  the  nature  demanded,  were  each 
fined  11.,  including  17.?.  6c/.  costs. 

Liverpool  Notes. 

Mr.  L.  E.  Thomas,  late  of  Edge  Lane,  is  opening  a 
pharmacy  at  117  Wallasey  Road,  Liscard. 

Mr.  L.  Moreton  Parry,  a  well-known  local  pharmacist, 
is  suffering  from  a  serious  attack  of  appendicitis. 

On  Thursday,  January  12,  Mr.  W.  L.  Currie  came  down 
from  Glasgow  to  talk  to  the  Birkenhead  and  Wirral 
Association  about  the  work  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council. 
Notices  of  this  meeting  were  not  sent  to  Liverpool  chemists 
or  to  the  officials  of  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association. 
It  was  suggested  as  a  reason  that  when  Mr.  Chater  came 
to  Liverpool  on  a  similar  errand  a  year  ago,  most  of  the 
audience  and  nearly  all  the  talking  came  from  Birkenhead  ; 
and  so  on  this  occasion  Liverpool  chemists  were  not  con- 
sidered worth  bothering  about.

Five  per 
cent,  of  the  takings  at  the  exhibition  are  to  be  given  to 
the  Hospital  Fund.  McClinton's  exhibit  of  the  mixing 
and  making  of  soap  is  attracting  great  crowds  at  this 
exhibition. 

In  the  Courts. 

At  Topsham  on  January  3,  Geo.  Henry  Rowe,  seaman, 
was  ordered  to  pay  the  damage  (6?.)  and  fined  2s.  for 
breaking  various  articles  in  the  pharmacy  of  .Mr.  Joint, 
chemist.  South  Street,  Topsham,  while'  in  a  state  of 
intoxication. 

At  Surrey  Quarter  Sessions  on  January  3.  Ceo.  Baker, 
hawker,  was  sentenced  to  six  months'  imprisonment  for 
stealing  a  sovereign  belonging  to  Mr.  F.  W.  Whiteley. 
chemist  and  druggist,  of  Englefield  Green,  near  Chertsey. 
Accused  obtained  the  coin  by  placing  some  music  over  'it 
on  the  counter. 

At  the  Nottingham  County  Court  on  January  10.  Mr. 
A.  Eberlin.  chemist  and  druggist,  2  Chapel  Bar,  Notting- 
ham, was  one  of  the  three  plaintiffs  for  whom  judgment 
was  given  on  both  claim  and  counterclaim  in  respect  to 
3/.  10s.,  the  balance  due  from  a  local  fruiterer  for  rent 
of  grazing-land. 

At  Lincoln  on  January  5,  Charles  B.  Brimlow,  draper, 
was  fined  20  s.,  with  16s.  costs,  for  assaulting  Walter  Wallace 
Griffin,  chemist's  manager,  and  David  Sawyers  Wark. 
Ph.C.  was  fined  10s.,  with  6.?.  costs,  for  aiding  and  abetting 
defendant.  The  evidence  showed  that  prosecutor,  who 
managed  Mr.  Wark's  Ripon  Street  branch,  was  struck  by 
Brimlow  during  an  attempt  to  enforce  payment  for  some 
goods.  It  was  also  stated  that  his  employer  threatened  to 
strike  Griffin.

The  question  of  "What  is  cider?"  is  being  raised  in 
the  Dublin  Northern  Police  Court,  Several  cases  were 
heard  against  publicans  on  January  5  for  selling  as  cider 
an  article  which  was  not  of  the  quality  demanded,  being 
a  non-fermented  saccharine  liquid  with  some  flavouring 
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matter  added,  and  containing  an  acid  other  than  malic 
acid.  The  cases  were  dismissed  on  the  ground  that  the 
inspector  had  received  what  he  asked  for.  Another  case 
came  on  in  the  Southern  Divisional  Police  Court  on 
January  6,  when  the  Magistrate  reserved  his  decision. 
Claims  for  Broken  "Windows. 

Claims  for  compensation  for  breaking  of  plate  glass  have 
been  lodged  against  the  Corporation  of  Belfast  by  Mr. 
John  B.  Robinson,  Ph.C,  137  Antrim  Road,  and  Mr.  J.  A. 
Bingham,  Ph.C  the  Central  Pharmacy,  43  Donegall  Place. 
Mr.  Robinson  claims  3/.  and  Mr.  Bingham  12/.  Messrs. 
Prescott's,  Ltd.,  opticians,  38  Wellington  Place,  have 
lodged  a  claim  for  61.  The  claims  will  be  heard  by  the 
Recorder  at  the  next  City  Sessions. 

Urban  Council  Elections. 

Several  members  of  the  drug-trade  figured  as  candidates 
in  the  elections  to  the  Urban  Councils  in  the  North  of 
Ireland  last  week-end.  At  Warrenpnint  .Mr.  J.  E.  Connor, 
J. P.,  Ph.C,  Newry,  retained  his  seat  without  a  contest; 
and  in  Carrickfergus  Mr.  Robert  Cambridge,  registered 
druggist,  who  came  forward  for  the  first  time,  was  returned 
unopposed.  In  Belfast  Mr.  William  McMullan  (Thos. 
McMullan  &  Co. ,  Victoria  Street)  was  the  only  one  of  the 
fifteen  retiring  members  against  whom  no  candidates  were 
nominated,  and  he  got  a  walk-over.  In  Ballvmena  the 
election  of  Mr.  Samuel  Bonnar  (Bonnar  &  Henderson, 
Wellington  Street)  for  Harryville  Ward  is  opposed,  and 
polling  takes  place  on  January  16.  In  Dungannon  Mr. 
Robert  Leith,  formerly  a  druggist,  was  returned  unopposed 
for  the  East  Ward.

Aberdeen. 

The  Aberdeen  Parish  Council  Committee  has  resolved  to 
recommend  the  appointment  of  a  medical  visiting  officer  at 
a  salary  of  150Z. ,  and  a  dispenser  of  medicines  at  a  salary 
of  40Z.  The  report  will  be  submitted  to  the  Council  on 
January  17. 

The  shop  at  80  Great  Northern  Road,  formerly  occupied 
by  Mr.  Newall  B.  Cran,  chemist  and  druggist,  and  reported 
closed  a  fortnight  ago,  has  been  reopened  by  Mr.  John  Byth, 
chemist  and  druggist,  formerly  in  business  in  Dyce  and 
later  in  Turriff. 

Dundee. 

Mr.  William  Cummings,  who  has  been  Secretary  of  the 
Forfarshire  Chemists'  Association  since  its  resuscitation 
some  years  ago,  resigned  after  last  month's  meeting.  A 
meeting  of  the  committee  has  been  called  for  Thursday 
of  this  week  to  consider  the  filling  of  the  vacancy,  and 


this  will  be  followed  by  a  general  meeting  of  the  Associa- 
tion later  on. 

A  petition,  signed  by  forty-two  chemists  and  druggists 
out  of  fifty-one  in  the  city,  has  been  presented  to  the 
Town  Council  asking  them  to  pass  a  closing-order.  The 
proposed  hours  for  closing  are  8.30  p.m.  on  Mondays, 
Tuesdays,  Thursdays,  and  Fridays ;  Wednesdays  at 
5  p.m.  ;  Saturdays,  10  p.m.  ;  Sundays,  8  p.m.  The  Council 
agreed  to  proceed  as  prescribed  by  the  Act ;  but  it  was 
pointed  out  that  the  order  would  not  affect  the  sale  of 
medicines  or  medical  and  surgical  appliances.  The  Draft 
Order  has  since  been  advertised  in  the  local  papers,  and 
contains  the  following  items  : 

"  Any  shop  to  which  this  Order  applies  may  be  kept  open 
while  it  applies  only  on  the  terms  and  conditions  : 

'*  (a)  That  the  door  of  the  shop  be  effectually  fastened  to 
prevent  any  person  entering  the  shop  until  it  has  been  ascer- 
tained by  the  occupier  or  occupier's  agent  that  it  is  for  the 
purpose  of  being  supplied  with  medicines  or  medical  or 
surgical  appliances ;  and 

"  (b)  That  no  artificial  light  pertaining  to  the  shop,  which 
light  is  conspicuously  visible  from  the  public  roadway,  be 
shown  unnecessarily  or  for  the  purpose  of  attracting  the 
public." 

The  formal  opening  by  Sir  W.  Ogilvy  Dalgleesh,  Bart., 
of  the  magnificent  pile  of  buildings  in  the  centre  of  the 
city,  forming  the  new  Technical  Institute,  took  place  on 
Monday.  These  are  the  natural  development  of  the  modest 
science  and  art  classes,  where  so  many  members  of  the  trade 
have  had  an  easy  and  economical  introduction  to  a  wide 
range  of  scientific  instruction,  leading  up  either  to  the 
examinations  or,  it  might  be,  in  the  direction  of  the  natural 
bent  of  the  individual.  Although  all  the  arrangements  are 
now  upon  the  most  liberal  scale,  the  instruction  will  con- 
tinue to  be  of  the  same  practical  character. 

Glasgow. 

Mr.  Peebles,  chemist,  manager  of  the  Bridgetown  branch 
of  Messrs.  Cockburn  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  has  been  transferred 
to  the  Trongate  branch.  He  is  succeeded  in  Bridgeton 
by  Mr.  Gordon. 

Mr.  Jas.  Cruickshanks,  who  has  represented  Bovril, 
Ltd.,  in  the  North  of  Scotland  for  the  past  ten  years,  has 
been  appointed  to  the  Glasgow  post  in  room  of  the  late 
Mr.  R.  M.  Campbell. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society's  "draft  scheme'  is  being 
freely  discussed  in  Glasgow,  and  the  general  opinion  seems 
favourable  to  the  proposals  for  division  of  the  "minor" 
contained  therein,  but  the  question  arises  What  schools 
and  colleges  will  the  Society  recognise  under  the  new 
scheme  ? 

The  discussion  in  the  "  Glasgow  Record  "  on  dispensing 
by  medical  men  is  being  carried  on  from  day  to  day. 
Opinions  appear  to  be  about  equally  divided,  both  the 
doctor  and  the  chemist  coming  in  for  strong  remarks  from 
correspondents  who  do  not  know  much  of  the  subject  about 
which  they  are  writing. 

Messrs.  Ogston  &  Tennant,  Ltd.,  soapmakers,  Aberdeen 
and  Glasgow,  have  purchased  practically  all  the  shares  in 
the  old-established  business  of  Messrs.  Robin  &  Houston, 
Ltd.,  soap  and  candle  manufacturers.  Paisley.  The  latter 
business  will  still  be  conducted  independently,  but  its 
surplus  capacity  will  be  used  to  relieve  the  excessive 
pressure  on  the  factories  of  the  former  firm  (whose  Glas- 
gow works  were  destroyed  by  fire)  during  the  rebuilding 
at  Renfrew.

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FRENCH  NEWS. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 


The  Legion  of  Honour. — Dr.  Masson,  who  has  just 
been  promoted  Commander  of  the  Legion  of  Honour,  is 
Pharmacist  Inspector  of  the  French  Army,  and  was 
formerly  manager  of  the  Central  Army  Pharmacy. 

The  Museum  of  Hygiene  and  Sanitation,  which  the 
Paris  Municipal  Council  decided  to  fit-up  in  the  ex- 
presbytery  of  the  church  of  St.  Leu,  is  approaching  com- 
pletion. It  is  divided  into  seven  sections,  dealing  with 
.urban,  home,  society,  alimentary,  travelling,  and  social 
hygiene  and  the  prevention  of  contagion. 

The  Inventor  of  the  Lucifer-match  is  supposed  in 
England  to  have  been  an  Englishman  named  Murdoek,  but 
in  France  the  distinction  is  given  to  M.  Sauria,  who  made 
a  self-lighting  match  when  he  was  a  student  of  seventeen 
at  Dole  (Jura).  He  had  not  money  enough  to  take  out  a 
patent,  and  explained  his  invention  to  vai  ious  acquaint- 
ances. Thus  it  came  about  that  the  first  matches  imported 
into  France  were  "  made  in  Germany."  Sauria  lived  and 
.died  a  little  country  doctor,  and  a  modest  bust  in  his 
ssative  village  commemorates  his  invention. 

M.  Gautier's  Election. — The  reasons  why  a  particular 
professor  is  selected  in  preference  to  lib  colleagues  as  ihe 
Director  of  a  Superior  School  of  Pharmacy  are  not  made 
public,  but  can  sometimes  be  divined.  M.  Henri  Gautier, 
the  new  head  of  the  Paris  School,  is  a  bachelor  and  lives 
at  no  great  distance  from  the  school — two  facts  which 
cannot  but  "make"  for  strict  attention  to  business  de- 
rails. He  is  also  known  to  be  an  excellent  administrator, 
a  quality  not  necessarily  innate  in  every  brilliant  scientist, 
and  there  is  little  doubt  but  that  the  warm  personal 
recommendation  of  M.  Guignard,  who  remains  Honorary 
Director,  and  who  fully  appreciated  the  many  qualities 
>©f  his  successor,  had  something  to  do  with  his  choice  for 
the  important  post. 

"  Romeo  and  Juliet"  in  Paris. — No  dramatist,  one 
may  believe,  has  ever  been  bold  enough  to  produce  a 
version  of  "Romeo  and  Juliet"  without  the  apothecary, 
so  I  was  glad  to  see  the  play  in  French  at  the  Odeon 
Theatre,  Paris,  where  M.  Antoine  has  staged  the  Shake- 
spearian idyll  so  successfully  that  I  found  it  necessary  to 
book  a  week  in  advance.  But  my  hopes  of  seeing  a  new 
edition  of  the  classic  pharmacy  were  disappointed — the 
apothecary  appears  to  emerge  from  some  subterranean 
retreat.  Scientists  inform  us  that  underground  plants 
lose  their  colour  and  become  white  and  transparent,  and 
rthis  description  exactly  applies  to  the  Odeon  spectre. 
His  "make-up"  (like  the  nurse's)  shows  an  exaggeration 
which  mars  an  otherwise  interesting  and  well-acted 
version  of  the  great  dramatic  play.

New  South  Wales. 

Mr.  Andrew  Wadsworth,  President  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  New  South  Wales,  won  the  "King 
Edward  VII.  Trophy  "  in  his  yacht  Aoma  on  November  12, 
1910.  It  is  the  first  time  that  the  "  King  Edward  VII. 
Trophy"  has  been  competed  for,  and  Mr.  Wadsworth  is 
therefore  the  first  winner  of  the  trophy,  which  is  a  per- 
petual one,  the  winner  being  presented  with  a  shield  as 
a  memento. 

Early  Closing. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Federated  Shop  As- 
sistants' and  Warehouse  Employes'  Federation,  held  at  Syd- 
ney on  November  24,  1910,  the  Secretary,  Mr.  G.  R.  Young, 
said  that  a  meeting  of  the  chemists'  assistants'  section  of 
the  union  had  been  held  to  consider  a  suggestion  from 
the  master  chemists  that  they  were  prepared  to  consider 
a  proposal  to  reduce  the  hours  of  working  in  chemists' 
shops  if  the  union  would  abandon  its  claim  for  the  early 


closing  of  chemists'  shops.  The  meeting  of  the  chemists' 
assistants  thereupon  decided  that  it  would  prefer  to  see 
chemists'  shops  close  at  the  same  time  as  ordinary  shops. 

Queensland. 

Mr.  R.  C.  Cowley  was  presented  with  a  silver  emu 
inkstand  by  the  students  of  the  Queensland  College  of 
Pharmacy  at  the  close  of  the  College  session.  Mr.  Cow- 
ley's report  on  the  work  of  the  school  states  that  a 
discouraging  lack  of  interest  was  shown  by  the  majority 
of  the  students,  with  consequent  lack  of  progress.  This 
made  the  session  on  the  whole  most  disappointing. 

Opium  Sales. — The  Minister  of  Trade  and  Customs  is 
enforcing  the  provisions  of  the  Customs  Act,  1901,  one  of 
the  regulations  made  under  that  Act  giving  power  to 
prohibit  the  sale  of  opium  except  for  medicinal  use  and 
by  licensed  importers.  It  appears  that  the  Government 
were  advised  that  the  average  quantities  required  each 
year  by  a  retail  chemist  are  :  opium,  ^  lb.  ;  solid  extract, 
2  oz.  ;  liquid  extract,  5  oz.  ;  tincture  of  opium,  2  quarts  ; 
and  these  quantities  were  stated  to  the  collectors  of 
Customs  as  a  guide. 

South  Australia. 

Mr.  John  White,  who  has  been  President  of  the 
Pharmacy  Board  for  eleven  years,  has  resigned.  He  has 
been  connected  with  the  Board  and  the  previous  Council 
ever  since  they  were  formed.  An  endeavour  was  made 
to  get  Mr.  White  to  reconsider  the  matter,  but  he  ex- 
plained that  theie  were  other  interests  that  demanded  his 
attention  and  compelled  him  to  cease  his  labours  on  the 
Board. 

Tasmania. 

Commerce  Act. — Mr.  Harold  Parsons,  of  Ashton  & 
Parsons,  Ltd.,  London,  is  visiting  Australia,  and  has  had 
interviews  with  the  Customs  Department  and  with  those 
officials  who  deal  with  the  Commerce  Act  and  regulations. 
After  being  in  Sydney  and  Melbourne,  Mr.  Parsons  went 
to  Tasmania  and  returned  to  Sydney. 

Victoria. 

Society  of  Chemist-Opticians. — It  is  proposed  to 
form  a  society  in  Victoria  under  the  above  title.  The 
Pharmaceutical  Society  have  offered  facilities  to  those 
interested  in  the  matter  to  hold  a  meeting  and  discuss 
the  best  means  of  establishing  such  a  society.  The 
Secretary  stated  that  information  relative  to  similar  socie- 
ties in  Great  Britain  and  elsewhere  had  been  obtained 
and  would  be  available  at  the  meeting. 


INDIA  AND  THE  EAST.

Messrs.  Carl  Rhode  &  Co. ,  a  German  firm  of  drug  and 
chemical  importers  at  Yokohama,  were  burned  out  on 
December  2. 

Personal. — Mr.  A.  C.  Hinrichs,  of  Messrs.  Parke, 
Davis  &  Co.,  arrived  in  Bombay  by  the  s.s.  Egypt  on 
December  16,  to  take  up  his  new  position  under  Dr.  Cole- 
man as  representative  of  the  above  firm  in  Bombay  City 
and  Presidency. 

The  Marhachi  Co.  of  Nagoya,  who  specialise  in  Chinese 
and  Japanese  drugs  and  herbs,  have  received  an  order  from 
the  Minister  of  the  Interior  for  300  specimens,  which  are 
to  be  exhibited  at  the  International  Hygienic  Exhibition 
at  Dresden  next  May. 

A  Big  Cocaine-seizure. — At  the  Esplanade  Police 
Court,  Bombay,  on  December  19,  Capoto  Carlo,  an  Italian 
fireman  on  board  the  Austrian-Lloyd  mail-steamer 
Kroeber,  was  sentenced  to  two  months'  rigorous  imprison- 
ment and  fined  Rs.500,  or,  in  default,  a  further  month's 
rigorous  imprisonment,  for  importing  177,142  grains  of 
cocaine  into  Bombay  without  a  Customs  licence.  The 
seizure,  which  is  the  largest  on  record,  was  effected  by 
the  Preventive  Service  officers,  who,  it  is  stated,  found 
758  oz.  of  the  drug  concealed  in  the  fireman's  forecastle 
and  a  fireman's  cabin.  Its  value  is  assessed  at  between 
Rs.20,000  and  Rs.25,000.

The  appointment  of  Mr.  J.  Bawling 
by  the  Executive  Committee  as  examiner  in  pharmacy, etc. , 
in  the  special  chemists  and  druggists'  examinations  on 
December  6  and  7.  in  the  place  of  Mr.  Hewitt,  was  con- 
firmed, as  the  date  of  the  latter's  return  to  Bloemfontein 
was  uncertain.  The  examiners  reported  that  the  candi- 
date at  that  examination,  Mr.  Leslie  George  Greaves,  had 
passed. 

Rhodesia. 

Personal. — Mr.  E.  Blewett  left  Bulawayo  by  mail  train 
on  December  11  on  a  visit  to  Johannesburg. — Mr.  Wm. 
Burnett,  of  Messrs.  Wragg  &  Co.,  Hartley  and  Gatooma. 
has  been  in  Bulawayo  for  a  short  holiday. 

Presentation. — A  meeting  of  the  Bulawayo  members 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Rhodesia  took  place  in 
the  premises  of  Messrs.  Smart  &  Copley  on  December  10. 
when  Mr.  W.  Dawn  Copley  (President)  occupied  the  chair. 
The  other  members  present  were  Messrs.  H.  W.  Smart, 
C.  F.  Conrath.  P.  \Y.  Skerrett,  E.  Blewett.  M.  J. 
McLaren,  H.  S.  Holdsworth.  V.  M.  Day.  and  J.  C.  More. 
Mr.  Copley,  after  welcoming  the  members,  called  upon 
.Mr.  C.  F.  Conrath  to  make  a  presentation  to  Mr.  H.  W. 
Smart.  In  the  course  of  his  happy  speech  Mr.  Conrath 
referred  to  Mr.  Smart's  long  connection  with  the  Society, 
and  particularly  to  his  services  as  its  President.  In  ask- 
ing him  to  accept  a  presentation  tray  as  a  token  of  their 
esteem,  Mr.  Conrath  said  that  the  members  trusted  that 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Smart  would  long  be  spared  to  use  it  in  their 
home  at  Gwelo.  The  tray  bore  the  inscription  "To  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Harold  W.  Smart,  from  the  members  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Rhodesia,  on  the  occasion  of 
their  marriage,  November  14,  1910."'  A  letter  accompany- 
ing the  gift  testified  to  the  esteem  in  which  Mr.  Smart  is 
held  by  the  members  of  the  Society.  Mr.  Smart  thanked 
the  members  for  their  kind  gift.  Messrs.  Blewett  and 
Skerrett  also  addressed  the  meeting. 


Natal  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

The  annual  meeting  of  this  Society  was  held  in  Durban  on 
December  14,  with  the  President  (Mr.  S.  K.  Elgie)  in  the  chair. 
-Apologies  for  non-attendance  were  received  from  Messrs. 
Firth,  Dunkerton,  and  Lomax,  and  resignations  from  the 
Society  of  Messrs.  I.  N.  Irving  and  E.  Tyson  (who  is  leaving 
the  Colony)  were  accepted. 

Correspondence. — A  letter  from  the  Northern  District 
Chemists'  Association  of  Cape  Colony  was  read  by  the  Secre- 
tary, in  which  the  Natal  Society  were  asked  to  co-operate 
in  the  event  of  the  Union  Government  proposing  the  extension 
of  tho  Cape  Medicine  and  Stamp  Act  to  the  other  Colonies. 
It  was  decided,  on  a  motion  by  Mr.  Champion,  to  urge  the 
Natal  members  of  Parliament  to  use  their  influence  in  the 
abolition  of  the  Stamp  Act,  "  taking  into  consideration  the 
fact  that  these  patent  medicines  are  already  taxed  through 
the  Customs  to  the  extent  of  from  23  to  100  per  cent." 

President's  Address. — Mr.  S.  K.  Elgie,  the  retiring  Presi- 
dent, then  gave  a  short  resume  of  the  Society's  work  during 
the  year.  He  said  that,  although  the  year  had  been  a  quiet 
one  in  pharmaceutical  circles,  the  average  attendance  at  the 
meetings  having  been  small,  he  thought  the  cause  of  this  was 
that  chemists  were  quite  satisfied  with  the  manner  in  which 
things  were  carried  on.  With  regard  to  the  proposed  Weights 
.and  Measures  Act,  he  thought  the  Government  had  no  right 
to  expect  a  chemist  to  retail  in  the  metric  system  when  other 
traders,  such  as  grocers,  were  allowed  to  use  the  standard 
weights  in  retailing  the  same  articles.  Moreover,  he  did 
not  think  the  chemist  could  accept  the  responsibility  of  trans- 
posing a  doctor's  prescription,  written  in  apothecaries'  weights 
and  measures,  into  metric  values.  He  was  pleased  to  notice 
the  fact  that  the  Pharmacy  Board  had  acceded  to  the  Society's 
request  that  a  resume  of  each  meeting  of  the  Board  should  be 


published  in  the  home  trade  journals.  The  Treasurer's  report 
showed  a  credit  balance  of  4/.  6s.,  and  the 

Election  of  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year  resulted  as 
follows:  President,  Mr.  S.  K.  Elgie  (re-elected);  Viec- 
Prcsidcnt,  Mr.  G.  A.  Champion;  Hon.  Secretary  and  Tr,,i- 
aurcr,  Mr.  W.  H.  Goodbrand ;  Committee,  Messrs.  Jone>. 
Johnston,  Dunkerton,  and  Anderson;  Auditors,  Messrs.  John- 
ston and  Roadknight. 

Pharmacy  Board  Matters. — Mr.  Anderson,  in  referring  to> 
the  late  Conference  at  Bloemfontein,  which  he  attended  as 
one  of  the  Natal  delegates,  said  that  the  Pharmacy  Board  had 
received  a  communication  from  Mr.  Smuts  informing  them' 
that  the  Government  could  not  accept  the  Bill  as  proposed  by 
the  Conference.  The  Government  would  draft  an  Act  andi 
submit  it  to  the  various  Pharmacy  Boards  for  consideration. 
In  answer  to  a  question,  Mr.  Jones,  an  examiner  to  the  Phar- 
macy Board,  said  that  the  room  in  which  the  candidates  were 
examined  was  rather  small  for  the  purpose,  but  he  had  no 
doubt  that  the  Union  Government  would  provide  suitable 
rooms  after  the  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Act  was  passed. 


COLONIAL  AND  FOREIGN  NEWS, 


Montreal  Collece  or  Pharmacy. — The  results  of  the- 
sessional  examinations  were  declared  at  Christmas  and 
show  that  the  College  is  maintaining  its  reputation  for  good 
educational  work. 

Medicine-tax  in  Italy. — We  are  informed  on  goodl 
authority  that  the  Italian  Government  contemplates  short  ly 
the  introduction  of  a  tax  on  medicinal  specialities.  The- 
amount  is  to  be  fixed  at  5  centesimi  for  every  lira  or  frac- 
tion thereof  (^d.  on  \Qd.).  A  stamp  denoting  the  amount 
of  the  tax,  similar  to  the  method  adopted  in  Great  Britain, 
and  in  Italy  with  the  boxes  of  matches,  will  be  affixed  to 
each  container.  Part  of  the  proceeds  of  this  tax  are  in- 
tended to  defray  the  costs  of  extending  the  benefits  of  the 
pension  arrangements,  as  enjoyed  by  the  Italian  municipal 
physicians,  to  pharmacists,  and  also  to  open  municipal 
pharmacies  in  certain  places.  The  pension  proposal  is 
regarded  as  a  compensation  for  the  burdens  to  be  imposed.' 
by  the  new  law  regulating  the  exercise  of  the  pharma- 
ceutical profession. 

Java  Cocaine-factory. — Dr.  de  Jong's  proposal  that  the- 
Java  coca-planters  should  form  a  union  and  build  a  factory 
in  Java  for  the  extraction  of  cocaine  is  again  discussed  by 
liim  in  the  "  Teysmannia,"  to  which  he  sends  three 
letters  he  has  received  from  correspondents.  The  first  of 
these  points  out  that  the  formation  of  a  union  is  not  such, 
a  simple  matter  as  has  been  supposed,  as  a  considerable 
number  of  planters  are  under  contract  to  deliver  coca- 
leaves  to  cocaine-manufacturers  in  Europe  for  a  consider- 
able number  of  years  to  come.  In  one  ease  quoted  the- 
contract  is  for  the  whole  produce  of  100  bouws  each  year 
until  1916.  This  correspondent  also  mentions  that  it  is  by 
no  means  certain  that  a  crude  alkaloidal  coca-extract  would 
■arrive  in  Europe  in  good  condition,  and  trouble  of  this, 
kind  has  already  been  experienced  in  Germany  with  raw 
Peruvian  cocaine.  He  is  of  opinion  that  it  would  be- 
better  either  to  make  ecgonine  and  export  that,  or  to  make 
a  pure  cocaine  for  export.  The  second  correspondent  is. 
thoroughly  pessimistic  as  to  the  possibility  of  forming  a 
trust,  owing  to  the.  difficulty  of  dealing  with  existing  con- 
tracts, and  also  to  the  fact  that  with  most  planters  coca; 
is  a  by-product  only,  in  which  they  are  not  greatly  in- 
terested. He  also  points  out  that  if  a  trust  were  formed' 
there  would  be  nothing  to  prevent  countries  such  as  the- 
United  States,  which  are  large  importers,  planting  coca 
themselves,  and  as  a  crop  is  obtained  at  the  end  of  one  year 
the  Dutch  monopoly  would  soon  disappear.  He.  is  also  of 
opinion  that  the  erection  of  a  factory  in  Java  would  be 
to  the  detriment  of  planters,  as  they  would  no  longer  have 
an  open  market,  and  European  cocaine-makers  would  buy 
their  raw  material  anywhere  rather  than  in  Java.  The 
third  correspondent  is  a  Java  planter,  who  also  takes  the- 
view  that  it  would  be  unwise  to  disturb  the  existing 
situation.  Dr.  de  Jong  himself  points  out,  in  conclusion, 
that  when  prices  for  coca-leaves  are  rising,  as  at  present, 
it  does  not  seem  opportune  for  the  action  he  suggested  ;  blit- 
he maintains  that  when  cocaine-makers  again  get  control 
of  the  market,  the  planters  will  be  forced  to  take  action 
on  the  lines  he  suggested.

Quackery  Bill. — It  is  an  open  secret  that  the  Reichstag 
'Committee  has  decided  to  recommend  that  this  Bill  should 
2>e  abandoned. 

The  Prescription  Tariff  for  1911  have  been  issued  and 
is  again  disappointing  to  the  apotheker,  who  hoped  that 
at  last  his  repeated  wishes  for  some  improvements  would 

Kind  practical  recognition.  No  changes  in  the  general  rules 
have  been  effected,  and  the  increases  or  decreases  in  the 

^charges  for  drugs  only  reflect  the  market  fluctuations  in 
prices.  As  a  consequence  of  the  altered  formulae  in  the  new 
Pharmacopoeia  for  a  number  of  ointments — e.g.,  the  use  of 
soft  paraffin  in  the  place  of  paraffin  ointment — the  prices 
for  these  have  been  decreased.    The  demands  of  pharma- 

'cists  for  an  extension  of  the  night  dispensing-fees  have  also 
not  been  considered.  Glycerin,  ol.  morrhuae,  ol.  ricini,  ol. 
terebinth.,  rhiz.  hydrastis,  fol.  bellad.,  inter  alia,  show  an 
increase  in  charges,  while  a  decrease  in  price  has  taken  place 

-in  quinina?  hydrochlor.,  chloroform,  codeinae  phosph.,  potassii 
iodidum,  morphinse  hydrochlor.,  pulv.  opii,  tinct.  opii,  etc. 

'The  prices  of  alcoholic  tinctures  remain  in  most  cases  un- 
changed, in  spite  of  the  increased  cost  involved  by  the 
higher  spirit-duty.  Alcohol  itself  and  spirituous  prepara- 
tions other  than  tinctures  show  a  slight  advance,  except 

-spiritus  sinapis,  which  is  cheaper. 

The  New  Pharmacopoeia  has  been  officially  introduced 
by  enactments  issued  by  each  State  on  January  1,  1911. 

'The  preparations  in  stock  at  present  which  do  not  correspond 
to  the  requirements  of  the  new  edition  may  be  used  up  until 
December  31,  1911.  Among  other  regulations  with  which 
the  apotheker  will  have  to  comply  is  one  requiring  him 
to  possess  an  analytical  balance  sensitive  to  0.001  grammes 
when  bearing  a  weight  of  100  grammes.  He  must  also  have 
a  microscope  magnifying  350  diameters,  an  ocular  micro- 
meter, while  the  use  of  sieves  made  of  bronze,  copper,  or 
brass  wire  is  forbidden. 

Compulsory  Working  of  Patents.— The  'Deutscher 
Reichsanzeiger  "  of  December  16,  1910,  publishes  a  Bill,  drawn 

-up  by  the  Ministry  of  the  Interior  and  submitted  to  the  Federal 

'Governments  for  observations,  containing  amendments  rela- 

itive  to  the  law  on  the  compulsory  working  of  patents  in  Ger- 
many.   Under  the  terms  of  the  Bill  it  is  provided,  inter  alia, 

that  "  should  a  patentee  refuse  permission  to  another  for  the 
use  of  his  invention,  even  though  suitable  compensation  and 
guarantees  be  offered,  the  patent  may,  if  it  be  shown  that 
the  grant  of  such  permission  is  in  the  public  interests,  be  re- 
voked, or  the  right  to  use  the  invention  given  to  the 
applicant.  This  right  may1  be  given  with  conditions  and 
qualifications.  No  decision  can  be  given  against  a  patentee 
before  the  expiration  of  three  years  from  the  publication  of 

the  grant  of  the  patent." 

The  Systematic  Ag-itation  for  some  years  by  .a  section 

■  of  the  Apotheker  Verein  is  causing  comment  in  the  lay 
and  medical  Press.    The  issuing  by  manufacturers  of  their 

"products  in  tablet  form,  with  stress  laid  on  "  original  pack- 
ages," is  conceded  as  liable  to  make  the  apotheker  "  nervous," 
but  the  co-existence  of  protected  products  and  their  ehemi- 
eal  substitutes  makes  it  imperative  for  the.  manufacturer  to 
safeguard  his  interests.  The  Apotheker  Verein  itself  has 
started  making  its  own  specialities  to  supplant  those  already 

•on  the  market,  and  asks  the  physician  to  prescribe  self-made 
specialities  compounded  in  accordance  with  the  Apotheker 

Verein' s  formulae.  The  growth  of  the  commercial  corpora- 
tion of  German  apothekers  (Handels  Gesellschaft  Deutscher 
Apotheker)  and  the  desire  to  realise  the  cry  "  the  whole  of 

•pharmacy  for  pharmacists,"  may  not  be  without  influence  on 
a  few.      The  Commission  which  is  to  consider  this  whole 

■question  is  also  being  attacked  as  designed  to  hang  the 
manufacturer  unheard.      The   compulsory   preparation  of 

•galenicals  by  apothekers  is  another  side  of  the  question  which 
still  causes  trouble,  and  manufacturing  houses  protest  that 
such  a  step  would  cast  a  grave  reflection  on  their  industry, 
which  enjoys  a  world-wide  reputation.  In  the  larger  phar- 
macies, where  a  "  Defektar  "  is  kept  to  do  laboratory  work, 
the  self-preparation  of  galenicals  would  not  prove  onerous,  as 
many  worth  making  on  a  relatively  small  scale  are  already 
prepared  on  the  premises.  In  the  overwhelming  majority  of 
pharmacies,  where  the  owner  works  alone  or  at  most  with  the 

■assistance  of  an  apprentice  or  assistant,  the  question  arises  how 
is  he  to  divide  his  time  between  the  prescription-counter,  dis- 
tilling aq.  amygdal.  amar.,  and  selling  a  pennyworth  of 
boric  ointment  If  the  apotheker  purchases  his  galenicals 
from  another  pharmacy,  history  will  only  repeat  itself,  and 
the  "  other  "  pharmacy  naturally  develop,  as  some  of  the 

leading  pharmaceutical  houses  of  Germany  have  done  in  the 
past.  The  manufacturers  argue  that  many  of  their  pre- 
parations require  special  machinery  and  the  equipment  of  an 
up-to-date  scientific  laboratory,  and  that  their  reputation 
•ensures  a  high-grade  product  being  supplied. 
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Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

Sale  of  XL-All  Vaporising  Fumigatoe. 

At  the  Stafford  County  Court  on  January  6,  before 
Judge  Ruegg,  K.C.,  James  Daly,  seedsman  and  florist, 
Newport  Road,  Stafford,  was  sued  under  Section  15  of 
this  Act,  at  the  instance  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Great  Britain,  for  a  penalty  of  5/.,  alleged  to  have  been 
incurred  by  the  defendant  on  October  24  last,  by  reason 
of  his  having  sold  XL-All  vaporising  fumigator  (a  prepara- 
tion of  a  poisonous  vegetable  alkaloid — nicotine)  con- 
trary to  the  provisions  of  this  Act  as  amended  by  the 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908.  Mr.  J.  B.  Marshall, 
instructed  by  Messrs.  Tunbridge  &  Co.,  of  Birmingham, 
appeared  for  the  plaintiffs,  and  the  defendant  was  repre- 
sented by  Mr.  S.  Watson,  of  Stafford. 

Mr.  Marshall  stated  that  the  defendant  is  licensed  under 
Section  2  of  the  Act  of  1908,  and  on  October  24  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  Society  purchased  in  his  shop  a  bottle 
of  the  fumigator  which  bore  no  label  with  the  vendor's 
name  and  address,  as  required  by  the  Acts. 

Mr.  Henry  Moon,  of  the  Society's  Law  Department, 
formally  produced  the  authority  to  take  the  proceedings  ; 
and  Mr.  James  Richardson,  who  made  the  purchase,  stated 
that  he  was  served  by  the  defendant,  who  brought  the 
article  from  a  room  at  the  back  of  the  shop.  He  did  not  put 
any  questions  to  witness,  but  asked  him  to  sign  the  book, 
which,  he  said,  was  the  poisons-book,  and  witness  did  so. 
Witness  opened  the  package  some  sixty  or  seventy  yards 
from  the  shop,  and  found  that  the  bottle  did  not  bear  a 
label  giving  the  name  and  address  of  the  vendor.  In 
cross-examination  by  Mi'-  Watson,  witness  said  he  lived  at 
Hunton  Road,  Gravelly  Hill,  Birmingham.  The  address 
he  gave  was  "J.  Richardson,  Milford." 

Mr.  Watson,  for  the  defence,  said  that  the  point  at 
issue  was  very  short.  It  was  simply  as  to  whether  there 
was,  at  the  time  of  the  sale  of  the  bottle,  a  label  adhering 
to  it.  giving  the  name  and  address  of  the  vendor.  He 
said  that  it  was  his  client's  recollection  that  he  did  put 
on  the  label.  Defendant  did  not  receive  a  word  of  com- 
plaint until  a  letter  was  received  from  the  Society's  solici- 
tors on  November  4  telling  him  that  he  had  incurred  a 
penalty  of  5/.,  and  calling  upon  him  to  pay  it  and  costs. 
Defendant  answered  on  November  6  saying  that  he  could 
not  understand  why  they  should  accuse  him  of  that 
offence.  He  wrote  :  "I  distinctly  remember  selling  to 
Mr.  J.  Richardson,  on  October  24,  a  No.  4  bottle  of 
'  XL- All  fumigator  compound,'  and  seeing  one  of  the  en- 
closed labels  attached  before  he  signed  for  it."  On 
November  9  Messrs.  Tunbridge  &  Co.  wrote  that  they 
were  satisfied  there  was  no  label,  and  insisting  on  the 
penalty.  Mr.  Watson  submitted  that,  in  justice  to  the 
defendant,  the  Society  should  have  given  earlier  intima- 
tion of  his  offence. 

Defendant,  in  evidence,  stated  that  a  label  was  attached 
to  the  bottle,  as  all  the  bottles  were  labelled  by  his 
brother  as  soon  as  they  came  into  stock.  He  examined 
the  bottle  in  question  before  he  sold  it  to  Mr.  Richardson, 
and  he  did  not  sell  any  other  poisons  that  day.  In  answer 
to  the  Judge,  the  witness  said  that  the  label  would  be 
practically  as  big  as  the  bottle,  and  there  would  be  no 
mistaking  it.  In  cross-examination,  the  defendant  said 
he  was  very  careful  about  selling  stuff  to  strangers.  He 
understood 'he  could  sell  to  strangers  if  they  signed  their 
name.  Section  17  was  printed  on  the  back  of  his  licence, 
but  he  did  not  know  that  the  requirement  that  strangers 
must  be  introduced  by  someone  known  to  the  vendor  was 
carried  out. 

Mr.  Marshall  :  That  is  what  the  Society  are  complaining 
about. 

His  Honour  (to  defendant)  :  I  am  afraid  you  were 
wrong  there,  in  selling  to  a  complete  stranger. 

Defendant  :  I  am  afraid  I  was  ;  but  that  is  never  carried 
out.  In  further  cross-examination,  defendant  said  he 
always  saw  that  labels  were  attached.  He  was  wrong  in 
describing  the  bottle  as  a  No.  4  size,  instead  of  a  No.  5, 
and  he  admitted  that  he  omitted  to  enter  the  quantity 
sold  in  the  book. 
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Archibald  Daly,  brother  of  the  defendant,  said  he 
affixed  a  label  to  every  bottle  of  poison  as  it  arrived. 

Peter  Maccabe,  local  inspector  under  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Act,  said  he  had  observed  poison  properly 
labelled  when  he  visited  the  defendant's  shop. 

His  Honour  inquired  whether  Mr.  Watson  suggested 
that  Mr.  Richardson  deliberately  removed  the  label  and 
carefully  erased  all  trace  of  it  for  the  purpose  of  getting 
a  penalty  of  5/.  for  the  Society. 

Mr.  Watson  said  he  should  hesitate  to  make  such  an 
accusation,  but  his  Honour  had  the  evidence  of  the  de- 
fendant and  his  brother  against  that  of  the  inspector. 

His  Honour  decided  in  favour  of  the  Society,  and 
said  :  "If  it  had  been  open  to  me  to  do  so,  I  should  have 
imposed  only  a  small  penalty,  for  the  offence  was  a  minor 
one.  But  the  Act  fixes  the  penalty  at  51.,  and  I  must  give 
judgment  for  the  plaintiffs  for  51." 

A  Similar  Summons  Dismissed. 

At  Lichfield  County  Court,  before  Judge  Howard  Smith, 
on  January  10,  Robert  F.  Jacks,  seedsman,  Bore  Street, 
Lichfield,  was  sued  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  under 
Section  15  of  the  1868  Act  for  the  5/.  penalty  for  selling 
XL- All  vaporising  fumigator  without  his  name  and  address. 

Mr.  W.  S.  Tunbridge  appeared  for  the  Society,  and  Mr. 
T.  G.  Dobbs,  of  Worcester,  defended,  on  behalf  of  the 
Traders  in  Poisonous  Compounds  Protection  Society. 

Mr.  Tunbridge  explained  the  nature  of  the  offence,  and 
Mr.  Harry  Moon  produced  the  authority  of  the  Council  of 
the  Society  to  institute  the  proceedings,  and  in  the  course 
of  cross-examining  him,  Mr.  Dobbs  produced  the  licence 
granted  by  the  local  authority  to  the  defendant.  He 
alleged  that  the  Society  was  trying  to  stop  the  sale  of 
poisons  by  other  persons  than  chemists  and  druggists.  Mr. 
Tunbridge  said  another  reason  was  the  protection  of 
the  public,  and  his  Honour  added,  "  Protection  of  them- 
selves and  also  of  the  public." 

James  Richardson,  a  retired  police  officer,  gave  evidence 
as  to  the  purchase  of  the  fumigator  on  October  21,  whan 
he  gave  his  name  and  "  Shenstone  "  as  the  address.  Mr. 
Dobbs  asked  him  if  he  was  aware  that  it  is  not  necessary 
to  sign  the  poisone-book,  and  witness  replied  in  the  nega- 
tive, his  Honour  remarking  that  it  is  necessary  for  the 
proper  address  of  the  purchaser  to  be  given. 

In  further  cross-examination,  witness  said  that  after 
getting  the  bottle  he  went  to  Market  Square  (behind  the 
shop),  took  the  bottle  out  of  the  cardboard  box,  and  found 
no  name-and-address  label  on  it.  The  contents  of  the 
bottle  had  not  been  analysed. 

Mr.  Tunbridge  said  there  was  no  doubt  about  the  fumi- 
gator being  a  deadly  poison.  He  could  prove  that  one 
drop  of  it  would  be  fatal. 

Mr.  Dobbs  stated  that  the  defendant  had  had  a  consign- 
ment of  six  bottles  of  the  fumigator  from  the  manu- 
facturers in  July,  and  produced  three  bottles  which  re- 
mained unsold. 

His  Honour,  on  examining  them,  pointed  out  that  the 
one  produced  by  Mr.  Richardson  was  smaller  than  the 
other  three,  while  each  had  the  word  "  Poisonous  "  in- 
scribed in  the  glass.  The  attention  of  the  witness  was 
called  to  the  difference  in  the  size  of  the  bottles,  but  he 
adhered  to  his  statement  that  the  bottle  he  produced  was 
the  one  he  purchased  from  Mr.  Jacks  and  that  he  had  not 
made  any  mistake.  In  answer  to  his  Honour,  witness  said 
his  instructions  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  were 
merely  to  report  to  them  contraventions  of  the  Act,  and 
not  ordinary  sales  which  were,  not  infringements. 

The  defendant  then,  in  evidence,  stated  that  he  sold 
Richardson  a  No.  5  bottle,  as  he  asked  for  the  small  size. 
His  name  and  address  were  upon  it.  He  told  Richardson 
that  he  had  to  be  very  particular  to  see  that  it  was  pro- 
perly labelled,  and  that  he  required  his  full  name  and 
address  in  his  register,  as  it  was  a  poison.  That  was  his 
usual  custom,  and  he  took  the  bottle  out  of  the  cardboard 
box  to  see  that  his  own  name  and  address  were  upon  it. 
The  bottle  he  sold  was  like  the  three  last  of  the  consign- 
ment which  had  been  produced  by  Mr.  Dobbs,  and  was  not 
the  one  produced  in  Court  by  Richardson.  He  showed 
the  invoice,  dated  July  22,  of  the  six  bottles  consigned  to 
him  by  the  manufacturers,  and  to  the  best  of  his  belief  he 
had  sold  two  previous  to  the  one  purchased  by  Richardson. 
In  cross-examination,  witness  said  he  had  only  had  one 


previous  consignment  of  six  bottles  of  No.  5,  and  that  was 
on  April  19,  1910.  He  believed  all  three  were  sold,  and 
that  there  were  none  of  that  consignment  in  stock  at  the 
time  Richardson  visited  the  shop.  Other  questions  were 
put  by  Mr.  Tunbridge,  the  last  one  being,  "  On  your  oath, 
knowing  the  responsibility  attaching  to  you,  do  you  still 
say  you  did  not  sell  that  particular  bottle  to  Mr.  Richard- 
son ?  "    Defendant  :  I  do. 

Corroborative  evidence  was  given  by  Charles  Rupert 
Phillips,  assistant  to  Mr.  Jacks,  and  Leonard  Colvill  Jacks 
(son). 

His  Honour  said  the  offence,  if  one  had  been  committed, 
was  clearly  that  of  selling  a  bottle  of  the  fumigator  in- 
adequately labelled,  and  amended  the  particulars  of  claims 
so  as  to  make  them  read  that  the  bottle  had  been  sold 
"  without  having  the  name  and  address  of  the  seller 
thereon. " 

Mr.  Dobbs  argued  that  the  jurisdiction  of  the  County 
Court  was  ousted  by  the  1908  Act.  The  claim,  he  con- 
tended, should  have  been  made  under  Section  15  of  the 
Act  of  1868.  The  offence  disclosed  was  one  under 
Section  17  of  the  Act,  which  provided  for  proceedings 
before  magistrates  in  a  court  of  summary  jurisdiction. 
Under  that  Act  the  local  authority  have  power  to  suspend 
or  revoke  the  defendant's  licence,  if  he  is  convicted  of  ah 
offence  under  Section  17.  Such  cases  should  be  brought 
before  magistrates  (not  to  the  County  Court),  and  they 
have  power  to  vary  the  penalty  for  any  offence  committed  ;. 
whereas  under  Section  15  the  penalty  is  fixed  at  a  hard- 
and-fast  sum  of  51.,  and  is  directed  against  persons  wrong- 
fully acting  as  chemists  and  druggists. 

Mr.  Tunbridge,  in  reply,  pointed  out  that  the  defendant, 
by  not  following  the  regulations  of  Section  17  as  to> 
labelling,  came  into  the  position  of  an  unlicensed  person,, 
therefore  amenable  to  Section  15  penalty. 

His  Honour  gave  judgment  for  defendant,  with  costs  on 
the  higher  scale,  but  granted  the  Pharmaceutical  Society- 
leave  to  appeal,  saying  the  matter  was  one  of  importance 
and  public  interest.  It  might  be  that  he  was  wrong  in  his* 
decision,  although  he  did  not  think  that  he  was. 

High  Court  Cases. 

Action  Against  National  Cash  Register  Co.  Settled.. 

After  two  abortive  hearings  the  case  of  Riley  against 
the  National  Cash  Register  Co.,  Ltd.,  which  was  in  Mr. 
Justice  Darling's  Special  Jury  List  for  re-trial  on  Janu- 
ary 11,  was  settled  on  terms  that  were  not  disclosed.  The- 
plaintiff,  a  tobacconist,  of  Accrington,  sued  the  company 
for  damages  for  alleged  misrepresentations  in  respect  to 
cash  registers,  the  defence  being  a  denial  of  the  allega- 
tion [C.  <£•  D.,  1910,  II.,  p.  885).  Mr.  McCall,  K.C.  (for 
defendants)  said  the  charges  put  forward  were  now  un- 
conditionally withdrawn  by  the  plaintiff ;  and  in  these  cir- 
cumstances, and  upon  certain  other  terms,  it  had  beeru 
agreed,  with  his  Lordship's  consent,  that  the  record  should 
be  withdrawn.  The  terms  of  settlement  would  be  enforced, 
if  necessary,  by  a  Judge's  order.  Mr.  Powell,  K.C.  (for  the- 
plaintiff)  repeated  that  all  charges  made  against  the  defen- 
dant company  were  withdrawn.  Mr.  Justice  Darling  : 
Very  well. 

Royal  Society  of  Medicine. 

In  the  King's  Bench  Division  on  January  11,  Mr.  Justice- 
Darling  had  before  him  the  case  of  Hebert  against  the- 
Royal  Society  of  Medicine  and  others,  which  involved  a 
claim  of  alleged  libel  and  a  declaration  that  the  plaintiff 
was  a  member  and  a  Fellow  of  the  Society.  The  defence 
was  a  denial  of  the  allegations  and  contentions  set  forth 
in  support  of  the  plaintiff's  claim.  The  case  presented  on 
behalf  of  Dr.  Paul  Zotique  Hebert  (the  plaintiff)  was 
that,  upon  the  amalgamation  of  various  medical  societies 
a  few  years  ago,  and  the  granting  of  a  supplementary 
Eoyal  Charter,  he  sent  in  an  application  to  be  made  a 
member.  The  defendants,  however,  it  was  said,  refused' 
to  admit  him  to  the  membership  of  the  Society  or  to 
register  him  as  a  Fellow.  One  of  the  questions  raised  in> 
the  case  was  whether  the  plaintiff  became  a  Fellow  of  the- 
Society  as  a  matter  of  right  at  the  time  the  supplementary 
Royal  Charter  was  granted ;  and  the  alleged  libel  com- 
plained of  was  stated  to  have  been  contained  in  a  letter 
sent  to  a  medical  paper  by  a  secretary  of  the  Society 
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■denying  a  statement  in  an  advertisement  that  Dr.  Hebert 
was  a  Fellow  of  the  Society.   The  hearing  was  adjourned. 

The  hearing  was  resumed  on  Thursday,  when  Dr. 
Kebert  was  cross-examined  by  Mr.  Duke,  K.C.  (for  the 
Society).  He  declared  that  he  sent  a  post-card  to  the 
Society  applying  for  membership,  and  he  attached  im- 
portance to  becoming  a  Fellow  of  the  Society.  Plaintiff, 
in  reply  to  various  questions  by  counsel,  said  he  was  once 
arrested  in  France  as  an  alleged  accomplice  in  what  was 
said  to  be  a  matrimonial-agency  swindle.  The  allegations 
made  against  him,  he  asserted,  were  quite  untrue. 

Interrogated  with  reference  to  his  claim  for  alleged 
libel,  Dr.  Hebert  said  he  published  a  book  and  adver- 
tised it.  Subsequently  the  Secretary  of  the  Society  wrote 
to  the  publishers  with  reference  to  the  advertisement  and 
said  there  was  no  Fellow  of  the  Society  of  the  name  of 
Dr.  Hebert.  This  statement,  he  complained,  was  harmful 
to  him.  At  this  stage  Mr.  Justice  Darling  intimated  that 
unless  he  were  satisfied  that  the  post-card  was  really  sent 
there  was  an  end  of  the  plaintiff's  case.  Mr.  Atkin,  K.C. 
(for  the  plaintiff),  said  that  must  be  so.  His  Lordship 
thereupon  heard  arguments  by  counsel  and  proceeded  to 
deliver  judgment,  which  was  for  the  defendants,  with 
-•costs. 

Explosives  Act.  1875. 

Sending  Methylated  Spirit,  etc.,  by  Bail. 
In  the  Southern  Divisional  Police  Court,  Dublin,  on 
January  5,  the  adjourned  summonses  were  heard  at  the 
suit  of  the  Great  Southern  and  Western  Railway  Co.  of 
Ireland  against  Messrs.  Boileau  &  Boyd,  Ltd.,  wholesale 
druggists,  Dublin.  Defendants  were  charged  with  having 
sent  explosive  substances  by  rail  in  contravention  of  by- 
laws of  the  company  framed  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Railway  Clauses  Act,  1845  (see  C.  &  D.,  December  3, 
1910,  p.  820). 

Mr.  Cecil  Atkinson,  for  the  railway  company,  said  there 
were  four  charges  of  misdescription  of  goods  alleged 
against  the  defendants.  They  included  charges  of  sending 
over  the  company's  line  benzine  and  carbide  of  calcium, 
'both  highly  inflammable  material.  The  former  was  de- 
scribed as  "Epsom  salts,"  with  a  consignment  of  which  it 
was  sent,  and  the  carbide  of  calcium  was  described  as 
"  Sundries,"  and  was  sent  with  boxes  of  dried  fruit.  A 
quantity  of  methylated  spirit  had  also  been  sent  over  part 
of  the  company's  system  without  being  described  as  re- 
quired by  law.  Had  these  goods  been  properly  described, 
it  would  have  been  necessary  to  pay  a  higher  transit  rate. 
He  did  not  hold  the  defendant  firm  morally  to  blame,  as 
he  believed  that  the  case  arose  out  of  gross  negligence  on 
the  part  of  their  employes ;  but  the  firm  was  responsible. 
The  sending  of  goods  of  the  kind  referred  to  by  rail  under 
a  misdescription  was  a  source  of  grave  danger  to  the 
public. 

Mr.  Blood,  K.C,  for  Messrs.  Boileau  &  Boyd,  said  a 
mistake  had  undoubtedly  been  made  by  his  clients,  and  an 
admission  to  that  effect  had  already  been  made  in  writing 
to  the  railway  company.  The  defendants  had  not  intended 
deliberately  to  misdescribe  the  goods,  but  honestly  believed 
they  were  justified  in  sending  small  quantities  of  the  kind 
referred  to  with  consignments  of  goods  of  other  descrip- 
tions. 

Mr.  S.  P.  Boyd  gave  evidence  in  support  of  counsel's 
statement.  For  the  last  twenty-five  years  it  had  been  the 
usage  of  the  drug-trade  to  pack  small  quantities  of  goods 
of  the  class  complained  of  with  larger  consignments  of 
other  classes  of  goods,  special  care  being  taken  that  goods 
of  an  explosive  or  inflammable  character  were  carefully 
packed  by  experienced  workmen. 

Mr.  Swifte  fined  the  defendants  5?.  on  each  of  the  four 
summonses,  the  fine  to  include  costs. 

County  Court  Cases. 

The  Landport  Drug  Co. 
At  the  Portsmouth  County  Court,  before  Judge  Gye, 
on  January  5,  an  interpleader  action  was  heard  arising  out 
of  the  claim  of  Messrs.  Barrett  &  Co.,  wholesale  druggists, 
Bristol,  against  the  Landport  Drug  Co.,  187  Arundel 
Street,  Landport,  in  which  action  the  plaintiffs  having 
recovered  judgment  against  the  defendants  for  3Z.  7s.  If?, 
for  drugs  supplied,  and  the  judgment  not  having  been  met, 


they  had  issued  execution  on  the  defendants'  premises, 
when  they  were  met  by  the  claim  of  Mrs.  Hilda  Chandler, 
who  claimed  everything  on  the  premises. — The  defendant 
was  Dr.  Henry  Parry  Chandler,  who  at  the  address  given 
practises  as  a  physician  and  surgeon,  and  also  carries  on 
the  business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist,  and  who,  it  was 
alleged,  was  indebted  to  the  plaintiffs  in  the  sum  named 
in  the  particulars ;  and  the  claimant,  Hilda  Chandler,  his 
wife,  claimed  under  a  marriage  settlement  executed  thirty- 
five  years  ago.  It  was  alleged  that  the  marriage  settle- 
ment covered  the  entire  property  on  the  premises,  shop- 
stock,  surgical  fittings  and  fixtures,  and  the  whole  of  the 
household  goods.  Mr.  Payne  (solicitor),  who  appeared  for 
the  judgment  creditors,  questioned  defendant  as  to  this. 
He  said  he  could  not  tell  the  exact  value  of  the  stock  in 
the  shop,  though  it  was  practically  the  same  as  it  was 
when  the  settlement  was  executed,  though,  of  course,  the 
articles  taken  from  it  had  been  replaced  by  others  similar. 
When  the  bailiff  came  in  to  enforce  the  execution,  his 
wife  said  she  claimed  everything  under  the  marriage  settle- 
ment;  but  the  bailiff  said  he  cared  nothing  about  that,  and 
if  he  was  not  paid  the  money  he  should  leave  a  man  there. 
On  that  his  wife  paid  the  amount  of  debt  into  Court. — 
The  defence  was  that  there  had  been  no  seizure. — His 
Honour  and  Mr.  Payne  questioned  Dr.  Chandler,  who 
stated  that  a  manager  conducts  the  shop,  and  that  the 
Landport  Drug  Co.  is  not  a  company,  but  a  name.  His 
wife  is  not  a  qualified  chemist.  "  Then  how  can  she  carry 
on  the  business  of  the  Landport  Drug  Co.  '!  "  asked  his 
Honour.  "  She  is  not  carrying  on  the  business,''1  replied 
the  doctor.  Whereupon  his  Honour  said  the  claim  must 
be  barred.  The  business  was  that  of  the  Landport  Drug 
Co.,  and  not  the  wife's.  Dr.  Chandler  was  the  person 
liable,  and  Mrs.  Chandler's  claim  would  be  dismissed,  with 
costs. 

Sale  ol  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Sweet  Spirit  of  Nitre. 

We  understand  that  the  proposed  appeal  in  the  case  of 
Mr.  J.  Tirrell,  chemist,  Hanley  (C.  it'  1).,  January  7,  index 
folio  8),  has  been  abandoned. 

Gregory's  Powder. 

At  Birmingham,  before  Sir  Thomas  Barclay  and  other 
Magistrates,  on  January  6,  Henry  Holloway,  drysalter, 
112  Hockley  Hill,  was  summoned  for  selling  Gregory's 
powder  which  did  not  contain  the  proper  ingredients.  Mr. 
R.  J.  Prideaux,  who  prosecuted,  said  the  Health  Committee 
attached  considerable  importance  to  the  case,  as  they  felt 
that  when  the  poor  bought  drugs  they  should  get  what 
they  asked  for.  The  sample  purchased  from  defendant 
was  deficient  in  rhubarb  and  ginger,  and  it  contained  mag- 
nesium carbonate  instead  of  magnesia.  The  powder  as 
analysed  cost  about  three-fifths  less  than  the  proper 
powder  made  according  to  the  British  Pharmacopoeia. 
Mr.  J.  F.  Liverseege,  F.I.C.,  city  analyst,  gave  evidence 
in  corroboration  of  this  statement.  Mr.  P.  Baker,  on 
behalf  of  the  defendant,  said  he  had  no  intention  of 
victimising  the  poor.  He  had  been  in  his  present  premises 
about  fifteen  months,  and  at  the  time  he  entered  he  had 
only  1  lb.  of  Gregory's  powder,  and  practically  all  was 
left  save  a  little  sold  in  the  earlier  part  of  1910. 
There  had  been  no  complaint  about  other  drugs  bought  at 
the  same  time  as  the  powder.  The  Bench  imposed  a  fine 
of  10s.,  and  costs. 

What  is  Cocoa  ? 

Mr.  Fordham,  the  West  London  Magistrate,  on  Janu- 
ary 5  dismissed  the  summons,  without  allowing  costs, 
against  Messrs.  Miller  &  Sons,  grocers,  Fulham  Road, 
London,  S.W.,  for  selling  cocoa  containing  18  per  cent, 
of  ground  shell  (C.  <k  D.,  1909,  II.,  p.  954).  In  the  course 
of  his  judgment,  Mr.  Fordham  said  : 

"  I  do  not  propose  to  give  detailed  judgment  with  regard 
to  that  evidence,  but,  having  heard  it,  I  feel  that  I  cannot  say 
that  I  am  satisfied  that  18  per  cent,  of  the  shell  is  too  much 
to  foe  in  the  powder  to  prevent  its  being  cocoa  of  commerce. 
It  is  clear  to  me  from  the  evidence  I  have  heard  that  it  is  quite 
allowable  there  should  be  some  shell.  How  much  shell  I  am 
not  prepared  to  say;  but  I  do  find  in  this  case  upon  the 
evidence  that  the  fact  that  the  powder  contained  18  per  cent. 
of  the  cocoa-shell  does  not  prevent  its  being  merchantable 
cocoa,  and  therefore  I  find  that  no  offence  was  committed  in 
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this  case,  and  the  summons  is  dismissed  ;  but,  inasmuch  as  it 
is  very  near  the  line,  I  shall  say  dismissed  with  no  costs." 

The  other  summons,  against  Walter  John  Newdrick. 
grocer,  was  withdrawn  at  the  request  of  the  prosecution. 


BANKRUPTCY  REPORTS. 


Re  John  Robert  Sturdy,  who  has  traded  for  some  time 
as  a  chemist  and  druggist  at  77  High  Street,  Mile  Town. 
Sheemess-on-Sea,  8  Marine  Parade,  Sheerness,  37  Blue 
Town,  Sheerness,  and  also  at  Leighton  Buzzard.  Bedford, 
has  filed  his  petition  in  the  Rochester  Bankruptcy  Court,  and 
•a  receiving  order  has  been  made  against  him.  The  debtor  was 
.pressed  by  ,a  creditor,  and  the  Sheriff  had  levied  execution 
on  his  effects.  The  debtor's  affairs  are  now  in  the  hands  of 
the  Official  Receiver  (Mr.  R.  T.  Tatham). 

Re  George  Nathan  Spyer,  238  Elgin  Avenue,  and  late 
of  129  Shirland  Road.  Maida  Vale,  Manufacturer,  Agent,  and 
Importer. — The  creditors  under  this  failure  met  on  Tuesday 
al  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court  before  Mr.  Egerton  S.  Grey. 
Official  Receiver,  when  accounts  were  submitted  showing 
liabilities  335/.  13s.  5c?.,  and  no  assets.  The  debtor  in  1904 
purchased  for  50/.  a  small  drug-store  at  Broad  Street,  Soho, 
W.,  and  carried  it  on  for  one  year,  when,  as  it  did  not  pay, 
he  assigned  it  to  his  manager. who  took  over  and  discharged 
the  liabilities.  In  May  last  the  debtor  started  a  small  busi- 
ness for  the  manufacture  of  pastes,  powders,  etc.,  for  remov- 
ing dirt  and  grease  from  hats,  clothes,  etc.  The  profit  from 
the  business  was  insufficient  to  cover  the  debtor's  household 
and  personal  expenses.  The  debtor  traded  as  Cavendish  & 
Co  .  and  he  attributed  his  failure  to  want  of  capital.  In  the 
absence  of  any  offer,  the  case  was  left  with  the  Official  Re- 
ceiver to  be  wound  up  in  bankruptcy,  the  debtor's  public 
examination  being  fix^d  for  January  31. 

Re  Robert  John  "Watt,  55  Lower  Addiscombe  Road, 
Croydon,  late  Southminster,  Essex,  Chemist  and  Druggist. — 
The  adjourned  public  examination  of  the  above  debtor  was 
held  at  the  Shire  Hall.  Chelmsford,  on  Thursday.  January  5. 
The  previous  meeting  was  reported  in  the  ('.  &  D..  Decem- 
ber 17,  1910,  p.  888.  The  Official  Receiver  reported  that  a 
statement  was  issued  in  July  1910  showing  a  balance  at  the 
bank  of  12/.  12s.  10cZ.,  while  on  July  5  his  wife  had  with- 
drawn 44/.  Is.  Id.,  which  did  not  appear  in  the  statement. 
The  debtor  said  that  his  wife  had  assisted  in  the  business, 
and  took  the  money  out  upon  leaving  Southminster  for 
Rexhill.  When  he  sold  the  business  to  his  brother  James, 
who  had  previously  been  in  partnership  with  him,  he  was 
in  poor  health.  On  the  understanding  that  his  brother  paid 
his  debts  he  sold  the  business  for  450/.  The  Official  Receiver 
remarked  that  this  did  not  appear  in  the  agreement,  and  the 
debtor  replied  that  he  thought  it  did.  The  business  was 
worth  more  than  450/.,  but  his  brother  had  been  very  good 
to  him.  The  Official  Receiver  said  that  if  the  debtor  had 
filed  his  petition  in  June  there  would  have  been  some  assets 
for  his  creditors.  The  effect  of  that  transaction  had  given 
the  debtor's  brother  a  preference  over  the  other  creditors. 
The  debtor  said  he  thought  his  brother  would  have  paid  his 
debts,  but  for  which  he  would  not  be  in  Court.  The  examina- 
tion was  ordered  to  stand  formally  adjourned.

Bridge. — At  Bournemouth, 
Edward  Bridge,  chemist  and 


Jin.  G.  E.  Bridge. 


on  January  7,  George 
druggist,  aged  fifty-four. 
Mr.  Bridge  recently  com- 
pleted his  third  year  of 
the  mayoralty  of  Bourne- 
mouth, and  on  Sunday, 
November  13  last,  accom- 
panied his  successor, 
Alderman  Le  Hunt,  to 
St.  Peter's  Church, 
Bournemouth.  Shortly 
afterwards  he  was  seized 
with  illness,  and  from 
this  he  never  recovered, 
the  immediate  cause  of 
his  death  being  shock 
following  upon  a  surgical 
operation.  There  is  little 
doubt  that  the  strenuous 
nature  of  Mr.  Bridge's 
municipal  work  had 
affected  his  otherwise 
robust  health.  He  was 
a  man  eminently  fitted 
by  his  personal  character 
and  accomplishments  for 
the  office  of  Mayor,  and  during  the  three  years  he  did  not 
■spare  himself,  but  did  much  in  various  directions  to  make 
Bournemouth  even  better  known  than  it  is.  Mr.  Bridge 
was  the  son  of  Mr.  Henry  Bridge,  of  Maidstone,  where 
he  in  due  time  was  apprenticed  to  Mr.  W.  E.  Lines,  one 
•of  the  founders  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  He  then, 
while  still  in  his  teens,  went  as  junior  to  Messrs.  Hasselby 
•&  Robinson,  of  Hastings,  and  there  had  the  good  fortune 
to  have  as  his  senior  Mr.  F.  W.  Branson,  now  of  Leeds, 
from  whom  he  received  much  assistance.  After  this  he 
was  for  three  years  with  Mr.  E.  Dunkley,  of  Tunbridge 
AVells.  He  came  to  London  in  1879,  and  prepared  for  and 
passed  the  Minor  examination  in  July  of  that  year.  He 
was  an  assistant  with  Messrs.  Probyn  &  Co. ,  of  Grosvenor 
Street,  for  a  short  time,  after  which  he  bought  a  small 
business  in  Southsea,  and  remained  there  until  1883,  when 
he  bought  a  business  which  had  been  established  for  six 
months  by  Mr.  Lemuel  Callaway  at  128  Christchurch 
Road,  Bournemouth.  There  Mr.  Bridge  soon  had  to  meet 
•store  competition,  and  he  took  an  exceptional  plan  of  so 
doing — namely,  making  himself  proficient  in  the  anatomy 
of  the  human  body  so  as  to  understand  well  what  is 
necessary  for  the  adaptation  of  surgical  appliances  to  it. 
He  came  to  London  and  had  instruction  from  a  surgical 
appliances  and  instruments  maker,  and  attended  opera- 
tions at  the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital.  As  a  result  he 
established,  as  an  annexe  to  his  pharmacy,  one  of  the 
most  notable  surgical-appliances  businesses  in  this 
country,  the  equipment  even  including  a  brougham  for

the  use  of  patients  and  practitioners.  Mr.  Bridge  con- 
verted the  business  into  a  limited  company  in  1900,  and 
had  associated  with  him  several  competent  co-directors. 
He  was  well  known  to  many  in  the  drug-trade.  When  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  met  at  Bournemouth 
in  1895  he  was  Chairman  of  the  Local  Executive  Com- 
mittee, and  it  was  then  that  many  learned  for  the  first 
time  of  his  remarkable  musical  talent.  While  at 
Southsea  Mr.  Bridge  married  the  daughter  of  a  Tyne 
shipbuilder,  and  they  had  two  sons,  one  of  whom  was 
associated  with  his  father  in  the  Bournemouth  business 
and  the  other  is  engaged  in  his  grandfather's  business  on 
the  Tyne.  Mrs.  Bridge  died  eight  years  ago,  and  during 
Mr.  Bridge's  mayoralty  his  son's  wife  acted  as  Mayoress 
of  the  borough.  The  funeral  took  place  on  January  11, 
and  was  attended  by  several  thousand  persons,  including 
representatives  of  all  the  local  public  bodies.

seventy-one.  Mr. 
Challice  had  been  in

Challice  was  inter- 
ested in  parochial 
affairs ;  he  was  suc- 
cessively church- 
warden, overseer, 
and  vestryman  of 
the  parish  of  St. 
Martin  -  in  -  the  - 

Fields,  and  was  elected  to  the  Strand  Board  of  Guardians 
in  1882,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  chairman  of  the 
Dispensary  Committee  of  the  Union.  Mr.  Challice  was 
I.G.  of  the  St.  Martin's  Lodge  of  Freemasons.  A 
memorial  service  will  be  held  at  the  church  of  St.  Martin- 
in-the-Fields  on  January  14.  The  funeral  will  take  place 
at  Hammersmith  Cemetery,  where  Mrs.  Challice  was 
interred  a  few  years  ago.

He  was  one  of  the 
Presidents  of  the  recent 
International  Congress  of 
Pharmacy,  and  in  addition 
he  held  office  in  the  chief 
Belgian  pharmacy  organi- 
sations, notably  the 
Syndical  Chamber  o  £ 
Pharmacy  of  Brussels  and 
the  Royal  Society  of 
Pharmacy,  Brussels.  We 
gave  many  other  par- 
ticulars of  his  public  career 
in  our  issue  for  Septem- 
ber 10,  1910,  p.  409.  He 
was  born  at  Houdeng- 
Goegnies,  and  graduated 
at  Louvain  University,  and 
was  the  owner  of  a  fine 
business  in  the  Boulevard 
de  Waterloo,  Brussels.  For 

some  time  past  M.  Derneville  had  been  far  from  well,  and 
even  at  the  time  of  the  Congress  his  strength  was  often  only 
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sustained  by  his  indomitable  will  and  indefatigable  zeal. 
His  early  death  is  regretted  by  a  large  circle  of  pharma- 
ceutical friends  not  only  in  Belgium,  but  in  other  European 
countries  and  in  America.

New  German  Pharmacopoeia. 


Notes  on  the  Chemical  Monographs. 
Kali  Causticum  Fusum.—  Should  contain  at  least  85  per 
cent.  (B.P.  90  per  cent.)  potassium  hydroxide.    1  c.c.  N/HC1  = 
0.05611    gram    KOH,    using    dimethyl-amido-azobenzol  as 
indicator. 

Kalium  Bromatum.-To  contain  at  least  98.7  per  cent,  of 
potassium  bromide,  corresponding  to  66.3  per  cent,  of  bromine. 
Before  assaying,  the  salt  is  to  be  dried  at  100°.  1  c.c.  of  N/10 
solution  of  silver  nitrate  equals  0.0119  gram  of  potassium 
bromide,  or  0.00746  gram  of  potassium  chloride,  using 
potassium  chromate  as  indicator. 

Kalium  Carbonicum.—  Potassium  carbonate,  with  a  con- 
tent of  95  per  cent,  of  pure  salt.  Tested  for  formic  acid  :  1  c.c. 
of  an  aqueous  solution  (1  +  19)  should  yield  a  yellowish  pre- 
cipitate on  the  addition  of  10  c.c.  of  N/10  solution  of  silver 
nitrate,  which,  on  gentle  warming,  does  not  darken.  1  c.c. 
N/HC1  =  0.0691  gram  K2COa;  dimethyl-amido-azobenzol  as 
indicator. 

Kalium  Jodatum._Triturated  potassium  iodide  should 
not  immediately  colour  moistened  litmus-paper  violet-blue. 

Kalium  Nitricum.—  The  following  tests  are  included  for 
chlorates  and  perchlorates  in  potassium  nitrate  :  0.1  gram  of 
potassium  nitrate  sprinkled  on  to  1  c.c.  of  sulphuric  acid  con- 
tained in  a  test-tube  previously  rinsed  with  that  acid  should 
not  cause  any  coloration  ;  1  gram  of  the  salt  is  heated  to 
redness  and  dissolved  in  10  c.c.  of  water,  the  solution,  acidified 
with  nitric  acid,  should  not  be  altered  by  the  addition  of  solu- 
tion of  silver  nitrate. 

Lithium  Carbonicum.— The  salt,  dried  at  100°,  is  required 
to  have  a  content  of  99.2  per  cent,  of  lithium  carbonate  (B.P. 
98.5  per  cent.),  assayed  by  direct  titration  with  volumetric 
solution  of  hydrochloric  acid,  1  c.c.  of  which  corresponds  to 
0.037  gram  of  lithium  carbonate,  using  dimethylamido- 
azobenzol  as  indicator.  A  solution  of  0.2  gram  of  salt  in  1  c.c. 
of  hydrochloric  acid  should  yield  on  evaporation  to  dryness  a 
residue  which  produces  a  clear  solution  with  3  c.c.  of  alcohol 
(potassium  and  sodium  salts). 

Magnesium  Carbonicum.— Basic  magnesium  carbonate, 
is  required  to  contain  at  least  24  per  cent,  of  magnesium  ; 
0.5  gram  calcined  should  yield  at  least  0.2  gram  of  residue. 

Magnesium  Sulfuricum.— The  Bettendorf  test  for 
arsenic  is  included,  as  well  as  a  method  to  demonstrate  the 
presence  of  an  undue  amount  of  sodium  sulphate:  2  grams 
of  magnesium  sulphate  and  2  grams  of  calcium  hydroxide  are 
finely  powdered,  mixed  with  10  c.c.  of  alcohol  and  10  c.c.  of 
water,  and  allowed  to  stand  for  two  hours,  shaking  occasion- 
ally. 40  c.c.  of  absolute  alcohol  is  added,  and  the  mixture 
filtered  ;  20  c.c.  of  the  filtrate  should  not  assume  a  red  colour 
on  the  addition  of  2  c.c.  of  tincture  of  turmeric. 

Mentnolum.-  Melting-point  44°  (B.P.  42°,  not  over  43°). 
It  must  be  absolutely  dry  to  the  touch,  and  on  pressing  between 
layers  of  filtering-paper  should  not  leave  behind  any  damp 
places.  On  volatilisation  on  the  water-bath  should  not  leave 
more  than  0.1  per  cent,  residue  (all  the  other  tests,  including 
boiling-point,  have  been  now  omitted). 

Morpbinum  Hydrochloricum.— The  following  charac- 
teristic colour-reaction  has  been  included  :     A  particle  of 
morphine  hydrochloride,   rubbed  with  sulphuric  acid  con- 
taining in  each  c.c.  one  drop  of  formaldehyde  solution,  should 
yield  a  red  coloration,  changing  to  blue,  and  ultimately  to 
violet-blue.    On  drying  at  100°  it  should  not  lose  more  than 
14.4  per  cent,  of  its  weight.    5  c.c.  of  an  aqueous  solution 
(1+29)   should,  on  the  addition  of  1   drop  of  solution  of 
potassium  carbonate  (33.3-per-cent.),  yield  either  immediately 
or  within  a  few  seconds  a  pure  white  crystalline  precipitate, 
which  is  not  coloured  on  exposure  to  the  air  and  does  not 
impart  a  red  colour  to  chloroform  (apomorphine).  If  morphine 
acetate  is  prescribed  for  subcutaneous  injections,  morphine 
hydrochloride  must  be  dispensed  in  its  place. 
Natrium  Acetylarsan  li 2am.— Arsacet in, 
/NH. C:\CH:, 
C6H<i\  4H>0 
NAs03.HNa 

Contains  21.2  to  21.7  per  cent,  of  arsenium.  On  drying  at  105° 
should  lose  not  less  than  18.7  or  more  than  20.5  per  cent,  of  its 
weight.  The  arsenium-content  of  this  interesting  compound  is 
assayed  as  follows :  0.2  gram  of  arsacetin  (acetvl-p-amido- 
phenyl  arsinic  sodium)  is  introduced  into  a  flask  of  Jena  glass 
with  a  long  neck,  and  having  a  capacity  of  100  c.c,  10  c.c.  of 
sulphuric  acid  and  1  c.c.  of  fuming  nitric  acid  are  added,  and 
the  mixture  boiled  for  one  hour.  On  cooling,  50  c.c.  of  water 
is  added  and  then  evaporated  :  this  procedure  is  carried  out 
twice.  To  the  cold  solution  10  c.c.  of  water  are  added,  and  a 
solution  of  2  grams  of  potassium  iodide  in  5  c.c.  of  water,  and 
sufficient  water  to  dissolve  the  precipitate.    After  standing  for 
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half  an  hour  ic  is  titrated  with  N/  10  sodium  thiosulphate,  with- 
out an  indicator,  until  colourless.  1  c.c.  of  10/N  sodium  thio- 
sulphate corresponds  to  0.003748  pram  of  arsenium.  In  the 
above  test  11.3  to  11.6  c.c.  should  be  required.

SCIENTIFIC  PROGRESS. 

Temperatures  under  this  heading  are  on  the  Centigrade  scale. 


Gleditschia  japonica — According  to  Nakao  ("  Apoth. 
Zeit.,"  1910,  54),  who  has  examined  the  seeds  of  Gleditschia 
japonica,  one  of  the  Coesalpinece,  which  grow  wild  in  Japan 
and  is  used  as  a  remedy  for  leprosy,  syphilis,  etc.,  the  prin- 
cipal constituent,  of  this  drug  is  a  saponin,  which  occurs  in  a 
yellowish  powder,  melting  with  decomposition  at  135°. 

A  New  Glucoside.  — Reeb  ("  Nouveaux  Remedes,"  1910, 
511)  has  extracted  from  the  leaves  and  flowers  of  Hclenium 
autumnalc  a  crystalline  glucoside  of  the  formula  (C«Hi0O2)  x. 
It.  melts  at  161°  and  is  of  an  acid  nature,  and  has  therefore 
been  named  helenic  acid.  On  hydrolysis  it  yields  glucose* 
and  a  body  not  further  examined. 

Melting-interval  v.  Melting-point.— Mr.  G.  A.  Menge,  . 
in  his  research  on  melting-points  for  the  U.S. P.  (C  &  J).. 
January  7,  p.  21),  deals  with  the  causes  of  divergence  in 
melting-point  values,  and  recommends  that,  instead  of  the 
so-called  "  melting-point,"  a  "  melting-interval  "  should  be 
specilied.  This  melting-interval  is  considered  to  extend  from 
the  point  at  which  the  substance  in  the  capillary  tube  is 
observed  to  collapse  against  the  side  until  the  last  trace  of 
sample  is  liquefied.  The  reason  for  this  suggestion  is  that  a 
slight  amount  of  impurity  is  more  effective  in  extending 
the  melting-interval  than  in  lowering  the  true  melting-point 
(high  limit  of  melting-interval)  of  a  substance. 

Estimation  of  Digitoxin  in  Digitalis.  — J.  Burmann 
has  published  ("  Bull.  Soc.  Chim.")  a  criticism  of  Keller's 
method  of  estimating  digitoxin,  and  says  it  can  only  be 
regarded  as  valid  if  it  is  admitted  that  the  product  weighed 
always  contains  true  digitoxin  in  the  same  proportion  re- 
lative to  the  other  glucosides  present.  He  gives  the  follow- 
ing toxic  doses  per  kilogram  of  body-weight  of  rabbits : 
Merck's  crystalline  digitoxin,  0.0026  gram ;  digitoxin  pre- 
pared bv  Keller's  method  of  estimation,  0.008  gram,  or  9.2  c.c. 
of  a  0l3-per-cent.  solution  in  alcohol  (7  parts),  glycerin 
(25  parts),  and  water  (68  parts)  :  Cloetta's  soluble  digitoxin. 
10.3  c.c.  of  a  0.3-per-oent.  solution  in  the  triple  menstruum 
just  mentioned. 

Weighing  Radium-emanation.  —  A  quartz-balance  of 
which  the  sensitiveness  exceeds  the  half-millionth  of  a  milli- 
gram (the  thirty-millionth  of  a  grain)  was  used,  states  the 
■•  British  Medical  Journal,"  by  Sir  William  Ramsay  and 
R.  W.  Gray  to  estimate  the  density  of  radium-emanation. 
The  volume  of  the  emanation  which  they  employed  had  been 
pr<  >\  iously  calculated  from  the  value  found  for  the  volume  in 
equilibrium  with  1  gram  of  radium.  This  was  introduced 
into  a  small  capillary  tube,  which  was  then  sealed  and  placed 
on  the  balance.  Its' weight  being  determined,  the  tip  of  the 
capillary  tube  was  broken  End  the  weight  again  read.  From 
this  the  weight  of  the  emanation  was  found  to  be  about  a. 
two-thousandth  of  a  milligram,  and  the  density  calculated 
from  this  gave  molecular  weights  of  from  216  to  228,  the  mean 
of  five  estimations  being  220.  This  shows,  therefore,  that  the 
true  atomic  weight  is  222.5.  this  being  deduced  from  the  dis- 
integration-theory, the  atomic  weight  of  radium  itself  being 
226  5  and  that  of  helium,  expelled  as  a-particles,  being  4. 
The  name  niton  is  proposed  for  the  radium-emanation  as 
being  one  of  the  inactive  gases,  taking  its  place  in  the  series 
after  xenon.  A  paper  on  it  was  communicated  to  the  Koyal 
Society  on  January  12. 
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OBSERVATIONS  &  REFLECTIONS.

The  Division  of  the  Minor  Examination 

which  is  proposed  by 
the.  Committee  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  has  been  long 
overdue,  and  few  will  complain  that  an  attempt  is  at  last 
being  made  to  bring  about  this  desirable  result.  Whether 
the  plan  of  the  Committee  will  be  received  with  equal 
unanimity  is  exceedingly  doubtful.  Without  questioning 
the  advisability  or  otherwise  of  the  scheme  as  a  whole, 
there  are  at  least  four  features  of  it  that  strike  me  as  being 
unsatisfactory.  In  the  first  place,  the  way  in  which  the 
.subjects  have  been  arranged  is  an  inversion  of  their  natural 
order;  secondly,  the  subject  of  practical  chemistry  is  so 
split  up  that  a  rational  method  of  teaching  the  science  and 
its  practical  applications  is  rendered  very  difficult;  thirdly, 
the  proposal  to  insist  on  an  interval  of  three  years  between 
the  General  Knowledge  or  Preliminary  examination  and  the 
Final  is  unstatesmanlike,  not  to  say  unjust;  and,  fourthly, 
the  expense  of  spreading  the  examinations  over  four  days 
in  place  of  two  will  double  the  cost,  and  it  is  hardly  likely 
that  the  Society  will  pay  for  this;  if  not  the  Society,  it 
must  fall  on  the  candidate. 

The  Curriculum 

suggested  by  the  Committee  invites  criticism. 
I  gather  that  the  teachers  of  pharmacy  throughout  the 
country,  as  well  as  the  Associations,  are  to  be  invited  to 
discuss  the  scheme ;  and  before  many  weeks  are  over,  the 
land  will  be  flooded  with  ideas  from  all  sorts  of  educational 
authorities.  The  only  remark  I  feel  inclined  to  offer  is 
the  obvious  one  that  the  expense  of  qualifying  as  a  pharma- 
cist is  going  to  run  into  a  good  deal  of  money  in  the  near 
future.  Now  and  again  we  hear  of  the  brainy  wrorker  who 
has  qualified  for  30/.  or  so ;  but  if  this  scheme  goes  through, 
these  halcyon  days  will  have  passed  for  ever.  On  the  lowest 
computation  it  will  cost  a  student  1207.  to  qualify,  in  addi- 
tion to  what  it  costs  him  during  his  three  years  of  appren- 
ticeship;  and  the  average  chemist's  assistant  will  ask  Cui 
bono?  Is  the  business  of  a  qualified  pharmacist  going  to 
be  worth  that  expense  ?  I  can  see  the  number  of  candi- 
dates growing  small  by  degrees  and  beautifully  less,  and, 
per  contra,  the  ranks  of  the  great  unqualified  steadily 
increasing. 

The  Object  of  the  Preliminary  Examination 

is,  or  should  be, 

not  a  commercial  but  a  general  education — not  the  im- 
parting of  mere  knowledge  and  skill,  but  the  cultivation 
and  development  of  the  intellectual  powers ;  and  the  sug- 
gestion to  which  I  recently  demurred  was  not  that 
Esperanto  should  be  made  an  additional  subject  in  the 
examination,  but  that  it  should  be  substituted  for  one 
of  the  languages  already  demanded.  The  letter  of  your 
correspondent  "Anglo-Parisian"'  is  therefore  beside  the 
mark ;  it  is  he  who  misunderstands,  not  I.  That  a  know- 
ledge of  Esperanto  is  an  advantage  to  a  business-man, 
I  should  never  dream  of  denying ;  but  that  for  what  I 
conceive  to  be  the  purpose  of  the  Preliminary  it  is  equal 
to  French  or  German,  I  do  most  strenuously  deny.  There 
may  possibly  be  two  opinions  as  to  what  that  purpose  is  : 
the  modern  tendency  is  to  regard  education  as  merely  a 
means  to  an  end,  and  that  end  as  the  "  getting-on  in  life  " ; 
but  mine  is  the  older  view  that  education  is  an  end  in 
itself — which  does  not  mean  that  it  is  of  no  practical 
use,  but  that  the  life  is  more  than  meat,  and  consists  not 
in  what  a  man  possesses  but  in  what  he  is.    Moreover,  it 


is  certain  that  the  more  "  complete  and  generous  "  a  man's 
education  (the  phra  se  is  Milton  s)  the  better  fitted  he  is 
for  all  the  "offices"  of  life.  The  Preliminary  does  not, 
it  is  true,  carry  us  very  far  in  this  direction,  but  to 
make  it  more  commercial  at  the  expense  of  its  "  generosity  " 
would  be  to  take  a  backward  step.  There  can  be  no  doubt 
that  pharmacists  as  a.  body  suffer  more  from  a  defect  of 
general  education  than  from  lack  of  technical  instruction. 
The  Minor  provides  for  that.  One  of  the  reasons  why 
so  many  men  find  it  so  difficult  to  qualify  is  that  their 
minds  have  not  been  sufficiently  developed  by  previous 
education.  To  the  same  cause  may  be  traced  the  narrow- 
ness of  outlook,  the  want  of  political  sense  (I  am  not 
referring  to  imperial  politics),  the  absorption  in  immediate, 
petty  interests,  the  inability  to  grasp  the  larger  signifi- 
cance of  things,  which  have  so  often  been  attributed  to 
us.  More  than  most  men  we  need  a  breath  of  an  ampler 
air  than  that  of  the  shop,  and  we  are  the  belter  shopmen 
for  having  it. 

In  Stuart  Times, 

without  doubt,  the  term  "spirit  of  wine"' 
meant,  officially,  rectified  spirit;  "  aqua  vitas,"  which  origin- 
ally meant  simply  unrectified  alcohol,  being  then  applied 
to  almost  every  kind  of  "  strong  waters,"'  or,  as  we  should 
now  say.  ardent  spirits.  But  long  after  the  Stuarts  had 
departed,  even  a  scientific  writer  like  Alleyne  gave  the 
name  Spiritus  Vini  to  brandy.  It  is  true  he  did  so  apolo- 
getically, as  following  custom,  and  went  on  to  say  that 
32  oz.  of  brandy  "of  common  proof"  yields  by  distillation 
about  19  oz.  of  pure  spirit.  French  brandy  was  then  the 
usual  menstruum  for  compound  waters  ;  brandy,  or  Canary, 
or  French  white  wine  for  tinctures ;  but  spirit  of  wine  was 
used  for  the  tinctures  of  myrrh,  tolu.  etc..  and  for  a  few 
of  the  stronger  waters.  "Aqua  vitae"  was  not  in  official 
use  'SO  late  as  this,  but  Culpeper  has  two  preparations 
so  called,  which  are  differently  flavoured  double  distilla- 
tions of  ale  and  the  lees  of  wine.  Bright  (1586)  speaks 
of  both  aqua  vitae  and  spirit  of  wine,  and.  for  anything 
that  appears,  means  the  same  thing  by  both  names;  but, 
be  this  as  it  may,  it  is  certain  that  originally  the  former 
term  meant  simply  unrectified  alcohol.  It  is  not  always 
clear  to  what  particular  form  of  alcohol  it  refers  at  the 
time  of  which  I  am  now  speaking;  very  often  it  is  brandy, 
and  this  is  the  case  down  to  a  comparatively  recent  date. 
Walker's  Dictionary  so  explains  it,  and  both  Burns  and 
Scott  use  it  in  this  sense.  This  is  in  accordance  with 
the  meaning  of  both  terms,  for  "  brandwine."  the  original 
form  of  "  brandy,"  is  simply  burnt,  that  is.  distilled,  wine, 
which  is  exactly  what  the  early  aqua  vitae  was.  Bailey, 
however,  defines  "aqua  vitae"  as  "a  sort  of  cordial  water 
made  of  Beer  strongly  hopp'd  and  well  fermented,"  and, 
no  doubt,  it  had  this  meaning  among  others  in  the 
eighteenth  century.  Whether  "spirit  of  wine"  was  ever 
authoritatively  used  as  an  exact  synonym  for  the  older 
term  may  perhaps  be  open  to  doubt :  it  is  impossible  to 
speak  certainly  until  we  know  when  it  was  first  used.

The  Curriculum  Scheme. 

With  a  lack  of  perspicuity  unusual  with  him,  Mr.  Rymer 
Young  said  at  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  meeting  last 
week,  in  regard  to  the  Newcastle-on-Tyne  proposal,  that 
"  any  sane  man  would  condemn  any  move  in  the  direction 
of  mincing  the  examination  on  the  instalment  principle." 
There  is  an  obvious  innuendo ;  but  the  remark  ignores  the 
established  practice  in  the  examinations  for  medical 
degrees  and  diplomas,  in  which  (as  Newcastle  suggests  for 
the  Minor)  when  a  candidate  satisfies  an  examiner  in  any 
subject  or  subjects,  these  subjects  stand  to  the  credit  of 
the  candidate,  and  are  not  taken  at  a  subsequent  examina- 
tion. The  hostility  displayed  in  Bloomsbury  to  this  use- 
ful practice  is  particularly  regrettable,  especially  as  the 
Council  is  now  embarking  on  a  curriculum  scheme  which 
will  mince  the  retail  drug-trade  as  it  has  never  been 
before.  It  is  generally  recognised  that  the  Society's 
present  system  of  examining  candidates  for  registration  as 
chemists  and  druggists  has  done  injustice  to  many  candi- 
dates who  have  passed  in  practical  work  on  one,  two.  or 
even  more  occasions,  and  have  eventually  been  "ploughed" 
at  a  subsequent  date.  This  does  not  happen  in  medicine, 
where  the  conditions  formulated  by  the  licensing  authori- 
ties and  approved  by  the  General  Medical  Council  are 
based  on  the  fact  that  the  human  mind  assimilates  know- 
ledge best  when  subjects  are  graduated  and  when  com- 
petency in  any  part  of  them  is  proved,  candidates  proceed 
to  the  study  and  proof  of  others.  The  Pharmaceutical 
Council  has  not  yet  grasped  the  fundamental  principle  of 
the  matter,  as  may  be  judged  by  the  fact  that  part  of  the 
Qualifying  examination,  which  may  not  at  present  be  taken 
until  the  candidate  is  twenty-one  years  old,  and  which

proves  his  competence  in  such  part,  is  to  be  thrown  for- 
ward in  the  candidate's  career,  so  that  any  youth  of  sixteen 
may  enter  for  the  examination  !  This  is  what  the  scheme 
published  last  week  says — viz.,  that  chemistry  and  botany 
for  the  Intermediate  examination  will  be  what  is  at  present 
in  force,  with  exception  of  references  to  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia.  We  should  like  chemists  and  druggists 
as  a  body  to  appreciate  clearly  what  the  scheme  means 
(1)  to  the  retail  trade,  and  (2)  to  their  apprentices  and 
junior  assistants.  No  doubt  the  main  effect  on  the  trade 
will  be  to  diminish  the  number  of  persons  who  will  qualify. 
This  will  help  to  defeat  the  object  of  the  1868  Act,  but 
it  will  not  prevent  people  coming  into  the  trade,  because 
we  know  from  experience  with  the  stiffened  Preliminary 
examination  that  many  people  are  coming  into  the  trade 
without  passing  it,  and  who  do  not  intend  to  qualify.  The 
new  scheme  will  give  an  impetus  to  that  class,  so  that  a 
diminished  number  of  qualified  men  does  not  mean 
diminished  competition.  As  to  what  the  scheme  means  to 
students,  it  is  understood  that  the  prescribed  course-  of 
study  for  the  Intermediate  examination  is  intended  to  be 
taken  at  local  technical  institutions  and  to  run  concur- 
rently with  apprenticeship.  Bearing  in  mind  that  the 
academical  year  extends  over  seven  or  eight  months  only, 
a  scheme  of  classes  such  as  the  following  will  be  required  : 
First  Year  : 

Elementary  Inorganic  Chemistry. — Two  lectures  per  week. 
Practical  Inorganic  Chemistry. — Two  hours  on  three  days  a 
■week. 

Physics. — One  lecture  per  week. 
Second  Yea  r  : 

Advanced  Inorganic  Chemistry. — One  lecture  per  week. 
Elementary  Organic  Chemistry. — One  lecture  per  week. 
Practical  Chemistry. — Two  hours  on  three  days  a  week. 
Botany. — Two  lectures  per  week. 
Practical  Botany. — One  hour  per  week. 

This  course  is  used  as  an  illustration,  and  although  it 
exceeds  somewhat  the  proposed  conditions,  it  is  not  far 
wide  of  the  mark  when  it  is  remembered  that  students 
will  probably  have  to  take  sessional  classes,  while  non- 
attendance  and  the  limitations  of  the  smaller  technical  col- 
leges must  be  taken  into  consideration.  The  length 
of  the  lectures  is  not  stated  in  the  scheme,  but  taking 
this  at  one  hour  it  will  be  seen  that  the  apprentice  will 
have  to  attend  at  the  technical  school  for  three  hours  on 
three  days  (morning,  afternoon,  or  evening)  during  the 
session  in  the  first  year,  with  an  additional  day  of  two 
hours  in  th©  second  year.  Thus  it  amounts  to  a  question 
whether  the  master  is  willing  to  allow  his  apprentice  this 
time  off  for  study  out  of  the  working-week  during  a  con- 
siderable portion  of  the  year,  or  is  the  latter  to  devote 
an  increasing  amount  of  his  spare  time  to  evening  study  ? 
The  apprentice  in  smaller  towns  will  be  handicapped  still 
further,  according  to  the  distance  that  he  may  have  to 
travel  to  his  classes.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  new 
scheme,  if  instituted,  will  put  heavy  responsibilities  on 
both  master  and  apprentice.  In  the  subjects  of  the 
examination  itself  it  is  interesting  to  find  that  the  fetish 
of  botany  still  holds  sway,  for  a  special  practical  exami- 
nation is  added,  although  the  subject  is  merely  an  ap- 
pendage to  materia  medica.  The  suggested  curriculum  for 
the  Final  examination  assumes  that  the  apprenticeship 
system  is  a  failure ;  for,  although  the  candidate  for  the 
examination  has  "  to  deliver  to  the  Registrar  evidence 
.  tluit  he,  has  been  engaged  for  three  years,  after  registra- 
tion as  a  student,  under  the  supervision  of  a  registered 
chemist,  in  the  ordinary  work  of  pharmacy,  including  the 
translation  and  dispensing  of  prescriptions,"  he  is  also 
required  to  duly  perform  in  an  approved  institution  200 
hours'  work  in  practical  pharmacy  and  100  hours'  work  in 


practical  dispensing.  What  is  the  use  of  apprenticeship? 
Whether  efficient  or  inefficient,  the  insistence  of  practical 
training  in  a  school  ignores  it.  We  submit  that  if  a  can- 
didate has  had  a  good  training  during  apprenticeship  the 
examination  should  be  so  divided  that  if  he  thinks  his 
training  qualifies  him  to  do  the  practical  work  he  should 
be  allowed  to  enter  for  it.  The  second  part  of  the  cur- 
riculum will  be  taken  after  apprenticeship,  as  it  will 
occupy  almost  the  whole  of  the  student's  time.  The  course 
of  lectures  and  practical  work  is  based  on  that  followed 
at  the  School  of  Pharmacy.  It  is  possible,  we  believe, 
to  squeeze  it  into  six  months,  but  the  work  is  of  such 
a  nature  that  six  months  will  probably  be  regarded  as  a 
"cram."  In  any  case,  the  cost  of  the  qualification  will 
be  doubled,  and  100/.  may  be  placed  as  the  minimum  out- 
lay for  examination-fees,  tuition  and  incidental  expenses. 
These  and  other  points  have  to  be  considered  by  local 
Associations  and  by  Principals  of  Schools  of  Pharmacy, 
who  have  also  been  asked  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Council 
to  express  their  opinions  on  the  scheme.  The  comparative 
indifference  with  which  it  has  been  received  by  the  rank 
and  file  of  the  trade  is  ominous.  It  comes  at  a  time 
when  many  in  the  retail  trade  are  asking  if  it  is  worth 
while  to  go  through  all  that  has  to  be  done  to  qualify 
now.  The  scheme  at  its  best  is  a  compromise  of  the  con- 
flicting opinions  of  examiners,  whose  aim  has  chiefly  been 
to  make  the  qualification  more  professional.  That  is  a 
bad  beginning,  especially  so  for  men  who  have  to  make  their 
living  in  shops. 


A  Hundred  Millions  a  Month. 

It  was  expected  that  the  Board  of  Trade  Returns  for  1910 
would  establish  fresh  records  in  the  history  of  the  overseas 
commerce  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  as  month  by  month 
both  imports  and  exports  showed  revival  of  trade  and 
increasing  returns.  In  the  result  the  year  1910  has  beaten 
1907  (the  previous  "best")  by  48.7  millions  sterling,  the 
total  turnover  showing  the  stupendous  figures  of 
1,212,806.088/.,  or  fully  a  hundred  millions  a  month,  the 
goods  being  represented  in  the  following  groups  :

The  last  month  of  the  year,  like  the  preceding  months, 
showed  increases,  imports  being  up  by  8,351,982/.  to 
69,133,150/.  (13.7  per  cent,  more),  and  the  exports  and 
re-exports  by  3,875,911/.  to  47,300,729/.  (10.7  per  cent, 
more),  of  which  almost  the  whole  was  in  manufactured 
goods.  One  of  the  principal  features  of  the  year's  trade 
has  been  the  extraordinary  increase  (46,264,818/.)  in  ex- 
ports of  finished  products,  while  our  imports  of  manufac- 
tures also  increased  by  nine  millions  sterling.  Instances 
occur  where  values  have  been  inflated — i.e.,  prices  have  been 
above  the  normal — but  as  a  whole  the  year's  trade  has  been 
better  in  volume  as  well  as  values.  The  most  significant 
instance  of  high  prices  on  both  sides  of  the  account  is  that 
of  cotton,  of  which  the  imports  during  the  year  totalled 
261,242,032/.,  or  41,096,536/.  over  1909,  of  which  raw  cotton 
accounted  for  11,421,759/.,  but  the  quantity  imported  was 
almost  two  million  cwt.  less.  Wool  increased  by  2^  millions, 
and  oil-seeds,  nuts,  gums,  and  the  like  by  6i  millions. 
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Grain  and  flour  fell  off  by  5.8  millions,  which  is  a  clear 
saving ;  but  meat  and  other  foods  substantially  increased  in 
value,  while  less  tobacco  was  consumed.  As  regards  the 
drug  and  chemical  trades,  we  show  the  imports,  exports,  and 
re-exports  month  by  month  in  the  following  table  :

Raw  materials  constitute  the  bulk  of  the  heavy  chemicals 
imported.    Some  of  the  higher  prices  current  are  revealed 


in  the   imports  of   bleaching-powder,   cream   of  tartar, 
glycerin,  tartaric  acid,  and  soda  compounds.     Cream  of 
tartar  imports  were  valued  at  307,000/.,  or  49.425/.  more, 
these  higher  values  representing  an  increase  of  11,055  cwt. 
only  ;  and  the  same  applies  to  tartaric  acid,  an  increase  in 
weight  of  7,383  cwt,  costing  31,247/.  more.    The  67,258  cwt. 
of  crude  glycerin  imported  cost  179,970/..  while  of  distilled; 
we  imported  11,806  cwt.,  costing  49,990/.    Articles  which 
were  cheaper  to  buy  in  ratio  to  the  values  included  boron 
compounds  and  coal  products  (not  dyes).  Brimstone  shows  ai 
slight  falling-off  at  102.968/..  and  sulphuric  acid  is  also  less 
at  4,680/.,  representing  69,759  cwt,    Unenumerated  chemi- 
cals (including  acetate  of  lime,  acetic  acid,  acetone,  cal- 
cium carbide,  etc.)  are  better  at  2,385.564/.    The  quinine- 
figures  are  interesting  on  account  of  the  unprecedentedly  low- 
values,  the  imports  of  3,184,995  oz.  (464,890  oz.  increase) 
costing  90,771/.  only,  the  declared  value  working  out  at 
6|tZ.  per  oz..  which  compares  with  l^d.  per  oz.  in  1909. 
Shellac  shows  a  considerable  expansion  both  in  weight  and' 
value,    174,081    cwt,    costing   627,619/..   an   increase  of 
48,937  cwt.,  or  133,802/..  and  the  same  applies  to  gum 
arabic,    imports    having    improved    from    84,710  cwt. 
(134,136/.)  to  107,367  cwt.  (176,006/.).      Turpentine  and' 
linseed  oils  display  remarkably  inflated  values— 1,001,216/. 
and  1,252,141/.  respectively.    Toilet-soap  imports  show  the 
trifling  increase  from  88,748/.  to  100,0007.    On  the  export 
side,  in  drugs  and  chemicals,  every  month  of  1910  showecl 
an  improvement  over  1909,  the  total  aggregate  increase  as 
shown  in  the  table  being  1,764,306/.    Quantities  in  almost 
every  instance  also  exceed  those  of  1909.    Particularly  is 
this  so  with  regard  to  bleaching  materials,  carbolic  acid,  tar- 
oil,  creosote,  chemical  manures,  painters'  colours,  and  soda 
compounds.    Medicines  (including  opium  and  quinine)  ad- 
vanced from  1,718,086/.  to  1,875,935/.,  figures  which  are 
exceedingly  satisfactory.       Practically  60,000  oz.  more 
"British"'  quinine  was  exported,  the  shipments  being 
1,360,140  oz.,  valued  at  56,838/.,  or  10</.  per  oz.   In  addition 
184.278  oz.    was   declared   as  of   "foreign"   make,  or 
27.349  oz.  less.    The  unenumerated  medicines— viz.,  goods, 
exported  chiefly  by  wholesale  drug  houses— were  valued  at 
1.795.006/.,  against  1.663.021/.  in  1909.    It  is  acknowledged 
on  all  hands  that  British  chemical-manufacturers  and  allied 
traders  have  had  a  very  prosperous  year,  even  after  making 
liberal  allowance  for  the  higher  prices.    In  fact,  the  over- 
sea trade,  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  Revenue  returns, 
railway  receipts,  bankers'  clearing-house  totals,  etc.,  shows 
a  marked  revival  from  the  depression  of  1908,  and  it  is  to  be- 
hoped  that  in  this  the  Coronation  year  further  "  records 
will  be  created.   

Carriage  of  Mixed  Parcels. 

The  case  against  Messrs.  Boilean  &  Boyd,  Ltd.,  of 
Dublin    in  respect  to  the  carriage  by  rail  of  "mixed 
parcels   of    druggists'    goods   which   contained  certain, 
articles  that  are  included  in  the   "  dangerous  goods 
class,  exemplifies  the  difficulties  which  wholesale  drug- 
houses  have  to  contend  with  in  order  to  meet  the  legitimate- 
demands  of  customers  for  certain  articles  which  in  them- 
selves are  not  necessarily  dangerous,  but  which  may  be- 
come so  under  certain  conditions.    Railway  companies  are. 
we  believe,  alive  to  the  absurdity  of  the  regulations  when, 
strictly  interpreted,  and  we  understand  that  in  order  to- 
obviate  such  cases  as  that  of  Messrs.  Boileau  &  Boyd  Ltd 
they  are  taking  under  consideration  the  desirability  ot 
carrying  "mixed"  parcels  of  drugs  at  "owners  risk 
At  present  many  retailers  are  either  not  aware  of  the 
difficulties  which  stand  in  the  way  of  executing  certain 
orders  or  they  do  not  fully  appreciate  the  risk  that 
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wholesalers  run  in  the  matter.  The  Dublin  case  is  a  good 
■example  to  them  of  what  may  happen  at  any  time  to 
wholesale  houses  who  are  doing  their  best  to  meet  the 
convenience  of  their  customers. 

Dispensing  by  Doctors. 

The  following  paragraph  was  published  by  "  The  Times  " 
on  January  6  : 

"  The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  having  had 
under  consideration  the  recent  Blue-book  on  unqualified 
medical  practice,  has  resolved  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Privy  Council  to  the  grave  dangers  attending  the  dispensing 
■of  medicine  and  the  handling  of  poisons  by  unqualified 
persons  and  to  the  fact  that  at  the  present  time  the  precau- 
tionary measures  imposed  by  statute  upon  chemists  and 
druggists  do  not  apply  in  the  surgeries  and  dispensaries  of 
medical  practitioners.  The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  is  desirous  that  the  Privy  Council  should  authorise 
an  investigation  into  the  conditions  under  which  the  dis- 
pensing of  medicines  is  carried  on  in  various  surgeries,  dis- 
pensaries, and  similar  establishments  in  Great  Britain." 

As  the  above  is  no  doubt  officially  communicated  to  our 
•contemporary,  we  may  take  it  as  evidence  of  the  Council's 
sincerity  in  this  matter;  but  in  view  of  the  somewhat 
strained  relations  existing  between  the  officials  of  the  Privy 
Council  and  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the  suggestion 
for  a  further  inquiry  is  likely  to  produce  more  irritation 
.and  no  practical  result.    "  Wait  and  see." 

Sickness  Insurance. 

Tiie  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  has  been  receiving  this 
week  deputations  representing  Friendly  and  other  societies, 
his  object  being  to  hear  what  they  have  to  say  on  the 
subject  of  the  sickness  and  invalidity  scheme  which  has 
been  drafted  by  the  Government.  Statements  have  ap- 
peared in  regard  to  the  scheme,  but  it  is  definitely  stated 
that  they  are  inadequate,  incorrect,  and  do  not  fairly  re- 
present the  proposals  of  the  Government.  In  the  mean- 
time, there  has  been  a  great  deal  of  discussion  in  the 
"British  Medical  Journal"  as  to  the  effect  upon  medical 
practitioners,  many  of  whom  feel  that  they  are  to  be  in- 
jured by  the  innovations.  A  good  deal  of  the  correspond- 
ence is  mere  beating  of  the  air,  consequent  upon  the  lack 
of  definite  information  regarding  the  proposals ;  but  it  will 
ii )  doubt  be  necessary  for  pharmacists  as  well  as  physicians 
to  keep  a  sharp  look-out  for  the  contemplated  measure,  so 
as  to  ensure  that  nothing  in  it  regarding  medical  attend- 
ance and  the  supply  of  medicines  shall  injuriously  affect 
them. 

A  Rebuke. 

The  following  paragraph  appears  in  "The  Lancet"  of 
January  7  under  "  The  Nomenclature  of  the  Suprarenal 
Principle  "  : 

"  Wo  note  that  in  the  '  Year-book  of  Pharmacy  '  for  1910 
the  word  '  adrenine '  is  adopted  generically  for  the  active 
principle  of  the  medulla  of  the  suprarenal  gland.  This  word, 
we  believe,  was  adopted  by  the  committee  which  published  the 
B.P.  Codex,  but  was  rejected  by  the  General  Medical  Council. 
In  certain  cases  it  seems  to  us  the  adoption  of  the  word 
"adrenine'  may  misrepresent  facts,  for  the  extract  is  sold  under 
various  names,  and  the  merits  of  each  may  be  (and  are) 
widely  different.  In  the  number  of  the  '  Year-book  of  Phar- 
macy"' referred  to  there  is  an  abstract  of  -an  article  which 
appeared  in  The  Lancet  '  of  October  2,  1909.  The  abstract 
is  headed  '  Adrenine  as  an  Emergency  Treatment  in  Cases 
of  Non-Corrosive  Poisoning  ' :  whereas  the  original  article 
in  '  The  Lancet  '  related  exclusively  to  adrenalin,  and  the 
observations  in  the  case  were  based  entirely  upon  the  use  of 
"  adrenalin.'  This  seems  to  us  to  be  a  case  where  the  use  of 
a  generic  term  which  has  not  received  complete  acceptation 
may  do  a  well-known  active  and  efficient  preparation  an 
injustice." 

This  is  somewhat  of  a  revelation.  We  fancy  that  few  of 
those  who  receive  the  "Year-book"  have  any  idea  that 
such  inexcusable  and  unnecessary  alterations  as  this  take 
place  in  preparing  abstracts  of  current  literature. 


Future  Festivities.

The  President 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  will  preside.  This  will  be 
the  forty-fifth  ball,  and  it  is  expected  to  be  a  good  one.

The  Value  ol  Tea. 

Many  years  ago  Dr.  B.  H.  Paul,  in  a  communication  to 
the  "  Chemical  News,"  showed  that  the  price  value  of  tea 
runs  more  or  less  with  the  amount  of  tannin  which  it  con- 
tains. A  similar  conclusion  has  now  been  arrived  at  by 
"The  Lancet"  laboratory,  which  has  been  investigating 
"The  Chemistry,  Physiology,  and  Esthetics  of  a  Cup  of 
Tea,"  and  in  a  lengthy  article  in  its  issue  of  January  7  gives 
full  details  of  the  analytical  results,  showing  that  the  price 
is  proportionate  to  the  amount  of  caffeine  and  tannin  com- 
bined m  the  tea.  Thus,  teas  retailing  at  Wd.  to  Is.  2d. 
per  lb.  showed  from  3.6  to  8  per  cent,  of  tannin;  those 
retailing  at  Is.  M.  to  Is.  8d.  contain  7.8  to  9.8  per  cent,  of 
tannin  ;  and  those  retailing  at  Is.  6d.  upwards  contain  from 
6.8  to  15.3  per  cent.  It  is  concluded  that  caffeine  negatives 
the  astringent  action  of  tannin,  and  that  tea-tasters  are 
guided  largely  by  the  fact  that  in  a  good  tea  the  caffeine 
and  tannin  are  present  in  proportions  which  mutually 
extinguish  the  bad  qualities  of  each  other.

Women  in  American  Pharmacy. — Mr.  M.  E.  La  Wall  says 
there  seems  to  be  among  the  rank  and  file  of  druggists  a 
prejudice  against  the  employment  of  women  clerks.  Theoretic- 
ally, they  are  in  favour  of  them  ;  but,  practically,  the  majority 
of  them  are  not.  They  say  they  think  women  in  a  drug-store 
would  be  all  right — for  the  other  druggist,  who  has  a  larger 
store,  better  facilities,  more  clerks,  better  locality,  etc. 


POISONING  FATALITIES. 


Ten  deaths  from  poisoning,  including  one  by  misadventure, 
have  been  reported  since  our  last  issue. 

Am  mania.— Three  years  ago  (in  December  1907)  Sarah 
Brown  (60)  swallowed  a  quantity  of  ammonia,  causing  severe 
internal  injuries.  It  was  not  known  whether  the  poison  was 
taken  accidentally  or  not. 

Laudanum  in  accidental  overdose  caused  the  death  of  Agnes 
Mary  Hewson  (41)  at  Hull.  It  was  stated  at  the  inquest  that 
deceased,  who  was  consumptive,  had  been  rubbing  her  gums 
with  laudanum  to  alleviate  toothache. 

Oxalic  Acid  was  _  taken  with  suicidal  intent  by  Thomas 
Taylor  (31),  shoe-finisher,  Leicester. 

Potassium  Bichromate  was  used  for  suicidal  purposes  by 
a  Seaton  cabinetmaker  named  Sidney  Freeman  (24).  Dr. 
G.  E.  A.  Evans  deposed  at  the  inquest  that  deceased  must 
have  taken  about  7  drachms  of  the  poison.  Mr.  C.  F.  Gosney 
chemist  and  druggist,  The  Square,  Seaton,  proved  the  pur- 
chase <>f  2  oz.  of  potassium  bichromate.  He  added  that  the 
same  chemical  had  often  been  sold  to  deceased  for  use  by  his 
employer. 

Potassium  Cyanide  was  used  as  a  lethal  agent  by  Benjamin 
Town  send,  of  Eastwood.  At  the  inquest  Mr.  Richard  Evans, 
chemist,  manager  of  the  local  branch  of  Boots,  Ltd.,  said 
that  he  supplied  deceased,  whom  ho  knew  well  as  a  customer, 
with  1  oz.  of  cyanide  of  potassium  to  poison  an  old  dog. 
Witness  explained  the  nature  of  the  poison,  and,  remarking 
that  the  quantity  purchased  was  enough  to  kill  100  dogs, 
asked  if  he  might  send  someone  to  poison  the  animal.  De- 
ceased signed  the  poisons-register. — A  foreman  silver-polisher 
named  Samuel  Wm.  Sheldon,  of  Sheffield,  poisoned  himself 
with  the  same  poison  in  a  police-cell  at  Birmingham. 

Prussic  Acid. — At  the  inquiry  at  Wallingford  on  January  2 
into  the  death  of  Mr.  Ernest  Cowling,  chemist  and  druggist, 
of  Didcot,  the  jury  found  a  verdict  that  death  was  due  to  an 
overdose  of  poison,  but  whether  taken  accidentally  or  other- 
w  ise  there  was  not  sufficient  evidence  to  show.  A  small  bottle 
of  prussic  acid  was  found  beside  the  body,  and  a  post-mortem 
revealed  st  rong  traces  of  the  acid  in  the  abdomen. — At  Bices- 
ter, Frederick  Clifton  (47)  poisoned  himself  with  prussic  acid. 
Two  bottles  were  found  on  deceased's  dressing-table,  one 
labelled  "  Scheele's  Prussic  Acid  "  and  the  other  "  Tincture 
of  Opium."  Mr.  John  Thomas  Mountain,  Ph.C.,  Sheep 
Street,  Bicester,  said  he  knew  deceased  as  a  customer,  and 
had  served  him  with  the  bottles  produced.  When  deceased 
bought  the  prussic  acid  he  told  witness  he  wanted  it  for 
killing  a  dog.  and  knowing  that  Clifton  did  a  little  veterinary 
surgeon's  work  at  times  he  supplied  it.  No  reason  was  given 
as  to  why  he  wanted  the  tincture  of  opium. 

Kind  Not  Stated. — An  "  irritant  poison  "  caused  the  suicidal 
death  of  John  Brown  (63)  at  Cardiff. — A  "  corrosive  poison," 
taken  during  a  drinking-bout,  also  killed  Ellen  Ditch  (51)  at 
Battersea. 


Coroners  and  Chemists. 


"  Chemists  seem  to  be  the  victims  of  no  small  amount 
of  injustice  when  the  coroner  is  a  medical  man,"  says  the 
"  Penny  Illustrated  Paper."  "  That  these  should  be  given 
such  an  appointment  is  in  ir.self  a  menace  to  the  public, 
inasmuch  as  the  medical  profession  is  screened  and  safe- 
guarded in  a  manner  that  would  not  apply  if  the  coroners 
were  not  of  the  same  profession.  The  great  bane  of  the 
doctors  is  the  fact  that  chemists  prescribe  medicines  for 
patients,  and  if  perchance  it  appears  in  evidenoe  at  an 
inquest,  more  especially  if  the  coroner  is  himself  a  medical 
man,  that  a  chemist  has  had  the  presumption  to  prescribe 
and  give  the  patient  medicine,  they  make  much  of  the 
opportunity  to  publicly  censure  him,  and  frequently  damage 
his  business." 

Our  contemporary  gives  an  instance,  and  adds :  "  A 
chemist  may,  and  will  continue  to,  prescribe  for  anyone  who 
cares  to  visit  the  pharmacy.  There  is  nothing  to  prevent 
him  doing  so,  and  the  doctors  know  it  perfectly  well,  and  it 
is  nothing  but  their  jealousy  and  pique  that  in  many  cases 
the  public,  tiring  of  their  neglect  and  high  fees,  have  re- 
course to  the  chemist,  who  gives  his  whole  attention  to  any 
case,  and  seldom  fails  to  effect  a  cure  in  a  short  time.  The 
nublic  know  this  and  prefer  to  go  there  rather  than  call 
in  a  doctor,  who,  once  in,  never  knows  when  to  go  out. 
There  are  hundreds  of  cases  where  patients  have  been  treated 
by  doctors  for  months,  and,  having  paid  all  their  money,  they 
try  the  poor  overworked  pharmacist  to  their  own  satis- 
faction and  delight.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  chemists  will 
continue  to  stick  up  for  their  rights  and  let  the  public  know 
it," 
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Medicine  for  the  Shah. 


"Tabriz  (Pehsia).— The  St.  Petersburg  representative  of  the 
Anglo-American  pharmaceutical  firm,  Parke,  Davis  &  Co..  Mr. 
Ruffmann,  who  presented  himself  to  the  Governor-General,  handed 
over  to  him  for  presenting  to  the  Shah  a  beautiful  medicine-chest, 
as  well  as  10,000  quinine  tablets  for  the  poor  of  Tabriz.  The 
manager  of  the  Caucasian  Pharmaceutical  Society,  ilr.  S'arkissoff, 
who  is  about  to  open  a  branch  at  Tabriz,  lias  visited  the  Governor- 
General,  who  favours  this  project." — Xoioe  Yremja,  Dec.  11/24, 
1910. 

THIS  is  a  translation  of  a  telegram  which  appeared  in 
the  leading  St.  Petersburg  newspaper,  and  the  fol- 
lowing notes  by  Mr.  D.  A.  Ruffmann  (manager  of  Messrs. 
Parke,  Davis  &  Co.'s  Russian  branch)  tell  about  the

carrying  of  the  medicine-chest  to  Tabriz,  the  position  of 
pharmacy  there,  and  the  opportunity  there  is  now  for 
European  physicians  and  pharmacists  to  practise  in  Persia. 

"  Tabriz  (Persia)  is  a  continuation  of  the  Caucasus,  which 
belongs  to  Russia.  Russian  influence  is  so  prevalent  in  the 
North  of  Persia  that  after  one  has  been  staying  at  Tabriz  for 
a  couple  of  days  he  cannot  help  noticing  that  everything 
connected  with  trade  arid  industry  is,  practically  speaking, 
controlled  by  Russia.  The  Russian  Government,  under  the 
1907  convention  with  England,  has  obtained  official  recog- 
nition that  '  the  North  of  Persia  is  within  the  sphere  of 
influence  of  Russia,'  and,  contrary  to  usage,  in  this  particular 
case  this  part  of  the  convention  is  not  a  dead  letter.  Were  it 
not  for  the  high  gloomy  walls  behind  which  the  Persian 
houses  are  situated,  and  so  shutting  them  oft'  from  the  streets, 
also  for  the  fact  that  every  woman  in  Persia  looks  like  a 
moving  bundle  covered  from  head  to  toe  with  a  piece  of  black 
fabric  (or  tehadra),  and  that  the  food  starts  with  mutton  in 
the  morning,  mutton  at  midday,  and  ends  with  mutton  in 
the  evening,  one  would  find  little  difference  between  the  life 
of  Tabriz  and  the  Caucasus  of  Russia. 

"  From  Tifli&  to  Djoulfa  (Russian-Persian  frontier)  we 
travelled  by  train,  and  leaving  Djoulfa  in  an  auto-bus  at 
nine  in  the  morning  we  arrived  at  Tabriz  at  five  in  the  after- 
noon. At  Tabriz  we  found  a  Russian  regiment,  Russian 
soldiers  and  officers  riding  through  the  streets  just  as  if  it 
were  their  home.  Tabriz  has  a  population  of  300,000  people 
(the  foreign  colony  is  very  small),  with  four  pharmacies, 
some  twenty  European  and  American  physicians,  and  some 
fifty  native  '  healers.'  There  is  a  large  opening  for  European 
pharmacies,  without  which  medical  treatment  is  very  diffi- 
cult. As  matters  stand  at  present,  every  European  and 
American  physician  is  compelled  to  carrv  a  stock  of  pharma- 
ceutical preparations  for  dispensing  direct  to  the  patient. 
Persia  being  far  away  from  the  source. of  supply  of  these 
preparations,  one  can  imagine  the  grave  situation.  Only 
after  properlv  equipped  pharmacies  are  opened  will  it  be 
possible  for  European  physicians  to  settle  down  in  Persia. 


The  Persian  Government  raise  no  objection  whatsoever  for 
foreigners  to  open  pharmacies  or  practise  medicine.  The 
Caucasian  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Tiflis  are  about  to  open 
a  wholesale  and  retail  drug-store  at  Tabriz,  and  this  will,  of 
course,  induce  Europeans  to  open  a  pharmacy  there,  as  it 
will  be  handly  to  draw  supplies  from  the  Caucasian  Pharma- 
ceutical Society.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  a  Russian  pharmacist 
who  has  just  arrived  at  Tabriz  is  about  to  open  a  pharmacy."

Potassium  Bichromate  Internally. 

Dr.  James  B.  Tomleson  reports  favourably  in  "  The 
Lancet  ".on  six  cases  of  phthisis  treated  by  the  internal 
administration  of  potassium  bichromate.  The  drug  was 
given  in  doses  of  £  grain,  either  alone  or  in  a  tonic  mixture 
(phosphate,  hypophosphite,  or  simple  iron),  in  a  wineglass 
of  water  after  food,  at  first  twice  and  later  three  times  a 
day.  The  first  dose  may  cause  vomiting,  but  tolerance  is 
easily  established.  The  colour  of  the  mixture  changes 
from  yellow  to  green,  but  this  does  not  impair  its  efficacy. 
A  New  Use  of  Piper  Nigrum. 

Under  this  title  Sir  James  Sawyer,  M.D.  Lond.,  com- 
municates a  note  to  "The  Preseriber,"  in  which  he  says 
that  in  some  of  the  poorer  districts  of  London  it  is  usual 
for  dipsomaniacs,  when  their  funds  fail  them  for  vinous 
drinks,  to  solace  their  cravings  with  considerable  succecs 
by  the  consumption  of  an  infusion  of  black  pepper.  He 
suggests  that  we  should  take  an  obvious  therapeutic  hint 
by  preparing  the  following  tinctura  piperis  nigri  fortis  : 

Take  of  black  pepper,  in  fine  powder,  10  oz.  ;  rectified 
spirit,  a  sufficiency.  Pack  the  pepper  tightly  in  a  percolator, 
and  pour  over  it  carefully  half  a  pint  of  the  spirit.  At  the 
expiration  of  two  hours  add  more  spirit,  and  let  it  percolate 
slowly  until  1  pint  of  the  tincture  has  been  collected. 
Doee,  5-20  minims  in  drink  craving;  but  this  tincture 
may  find  frequent  and  felicitous  employment  as  an 
adjuvant  and  corrigent  when  stomachic,  carminative, 
stimulant,  and  digestive  effects  are  desiderata. 

Acidity  of  the  Stomach. 

The  "British  Medical  Journal"  publishes  (1910, 
p.  2013)  a  post-graduate  lecture  on  "  Hyperchlorhydria 
and  its  Complications,"  by  Dr.  William  Russell,  F.R.C.P.E. 
He  was  the  first  to  clearly  differentiate  hyperchlor- 
hydria from  other  gastric  ailments,  and  in  this  lecture 
points  out  how  the  amount  of  hydrochloric  acid  secreted 
in  the  stomach  varies  in  different  persons.  When  the 
secretion  of  this  acid  is  under  the  standard  hyperchlor- 
hydria exists,  and  when  over  the  standard  hyperchlor- 
hydria is  the  result.  Dr.  Russell  also  mentions  that  the 
great  purpose  to  which  hydrochloric  acid  is  applied  is  in 
acting  with  pepsinogen.  The  symptoms  of  hyperchlor- 
hydria are  burning  pain  at  the  cardiac  orifice  of  the 
stomach,  acid  eructations,  water-brash,  usually  flatulence 
and  constipation.  In  some  cases  there  is  a  sense  of  drag- 
ging or  weariness  or  a  hunger  discomfort  coming  on  two 
hours  or  less  after  breakfast,  and  removed  by  taking  a 
glass  of  milk,  a  drink  of  cold  water  or  soda-water  or  a  cup 
of  tea.  Somewhat  later  in  life  there  is  much  gastric  dis- 
comfort or  definite  pain  coming  on  an  hour  or  two  after  a 
meal.  This  is  associated  with  mental  depression  and  great 
difficulty,  amounting  in  some  cases  to  complete  incapacity, 
for  mental  or  physical  effort.  On  removing  the  gastric- 
contents  in  such  cases  they  are  found  to  be  intensely  acid 
and  to  contain  much  free  hydrochloric  acid.  That  this 
hyperacid  fluid  is  the  cause  of  the  pain  and  depression  is 
proved  by  the  immediate  relief  of  the  symptoms  when  it 
is  withdrawn.  A  similar  effect  is  produced  by  a  sufficient 
dose  of  an  alkali — the  best  is  probably  bicarbonate  of  soda, 
without  peppermint.  Dr.  Russell  also  finds  that  for  the 
inhibition  of  the  secretion  various  drugs  can  be  used,  but 
belladonna  r.tanc's  at  ths  head  of  the  list  in  his  experience.

Association  Presidents. 

The  new  President  of  the  Cumberland  and  Westmorland 
Chemists'  Association,  Mr.  Thos.  Edmondson,  Penrith,  is  the 

son  of  a  Cumberland  farmer, 
and  traces  his  ancestry  back 
to  the  fifteenth  century.  He 
was  born  at  Watendlath,  near 
Keswick,  and  educated  at  St. 
Bees  Grammar  School.  He 
served  his  apprenticeship  with 
Mr.  R.  F.  Brown,  chemist,  of 
Cockermouth,  and  passed  the 
Minor  in  1887,  subsequently 
gaining  experience  in  Liver- 
pool, Birkenhead,  and  Lin- 
coln. He  returned  to  his 
native  county  in  1889  as 
assistant  at  the  shop  of  which 
he  became  proprietor  in  1894, 
a  business  established  in  1726 
by  John  Fallowfield  (an 
ancestor  of  the  well-known 
photographic  firm  of  the  same 
name).  The  business  was  de- 
scribed in  the  C.  <£■  D.,  July  26, 
1902.  There  is  no  doubt  that  this  shop  fared  alike  with  others 
when  in  1745  the  town  was  sacked  by  the  Scots  under  Prince 
Charlie. _  In  November  1909  Mr.  Edmondson  was  one  of  the 
deputation  who  waited  upon  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  in  connection  with  the  granting  of  licences 
under  Clause  2  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908.  A 
keen  man  of  business  and  an  expert  pharmacist,  he  takes  a 
great  pride  in  his  profession.  Always  keenly  alive  to  the 
difficulties  that  often  beset  and  discourage  young  aspirants  to 
pharmacy,  he  is  ever  ready  to  advise  and  help,  and  not  a  few 
successful  pharmacists  to-day  owe  their  success  in  a  great 
measure  to  his  timely  aid.

Black  (presiding),  H.  C.  Brierley,  W.  E.  Smithies.  W.  R. 
Fielding,  B.  C.  Hodgson,  W.  S.  Thompson,  C.  Fielding. 
P.  W.  Swire,  and  R.  V.  Sutcliffe  (Secretary).  The  reports  of 
the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  showed  the  Society  to  be  in  a 
flourishing  condition.  Mr.  W.  R.  Fielding  was  unanimously 
elected  President  for  the  ensuing  year.  Messrs.  W.  R.  Black, 
B.  C.  Hodgson,  and  H.  K.  Woodward  were  elected  Vice- 
Presidents,  Mr.  J.  Swire  was  re-elected  Treasurer,  and  Mr. 
R.  V.  Sutcliffe  was  re-elected  Secretary.  It  was  decided  to 
have  the  annual  dinner  on  February  2.  A  letter  was  read 
from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  with  respect  to  the  draft 
scheme  for  the  division  of  the  Minor  examination.  The  meet- 
ing expressed  itself  in  favour  of  keeping  up  the  standard. 

Huddersneld  Chemists'  Associatio  n»A  meeting  was 
held  on  January  10.  There  were  present  Messrs.  Stephens 
(President),  Walshaw,  Thompson,  Sykes,  France,  Wood, 
Spurr,  Hadfield.  and  Cooper  (Secretary).  Final  arrange- 
ments were  made  for  the  whist-drive  on  January  25.  The 
President  was  appointed  to  represent  the  Association  at  the 
annual  dinner  of  the  Halifax  Association  on  February  2.  A 
letter  of  thanks  from  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  was  read  in  reply  to 
the  resolution  congratulating  him  upon  his  return  to  Parlia- 
ment.   An  informal  discussion  took  place  on  the  New  Cur 


riculum.  Scheme,  and  the  members  were  requested  to  make 
themselves  acquainted  with  its  main  features  and  come  pre- 
pared to  discuss  it  at  the  next  meeting.  The  President 
approved  the  idea  of  the  Council  in  trying  to  ascertain  the 
views  of  the  local  Associations  before  coming  to  a  final  de- 
cision on  such  important  matters. 

Bradford  Chemists'  Association.— The  January  meeting 
was  held  at  the  Royal  Hotel  on  January  10,  the  President 
(Mr.  Marmaduke  Firth)  occupying  the  chair.  The  Secretary 
(Mr.  R.  T.  Silson)  reported  the  receipt  of  a  large  batch  of 
correspondence,  while  Mr.  Mitchell  acknowledged  the  sym- 
pathy extended  to  him  by  the  Association  in  his  recent 
bereavement.  Mr.  Gregory  also  wrote  from  Bourne- 
mouth stating  that  he  was  much  improved  in  health,  and 
thanking  the  Association  for  their  kind  wishes.  The  Presi- 
dent then  read  a  copy  of  the  draft  scheme  for  the  division; 
of  the  Minor  and  the  establishment  of  a  curriculum,  which 
had  been  forwarded  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  He- 
said  that  he  learnt  from  his  apprentice  that  there  were  ample 
facilities  at  the  local  Technical  College  for  the  proposed 
course  of  study  for  the  Intermediate  examination  and  that 
it  would  take  about  two  years  to  fulfil.  Mr.  Carson  said  he- 
understood  that  due  notice  would  have  to  be  given  before  the 
scheme  was  put  into  operation,  about  two  years'  grace  being 
given  when  the  Minor  was  altered.  Mr.  Calvert  said  ten 
years  was  given  for  the  medical  curriculum.  The  discussion 
was  continued  by  Mr.  Calvert,  Mr.  Hanson,  Mr.  Priestley, 
Mr.  Metcalfe,  Mr.  Wilcocks,  the  President,  and  others,  the- 
topics  referred  to  being  substantially  the  points  which 
eventually  it  was  decided  should  be  submitted  to  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  upon  the  matter,  as  follows  : 

"  That  the  Association  desire  to  know  the  age-limit  for  the 
Intermediate,  and  also  for  the  Final.  They  suggest  that 
there  should  be  no  title  for  the  Intermediate  examination ; 
that  the  title  be  restricted  until  the  Final  was  passed.  The- 
Association  also  desire  information  as  to  what  is  an  approved 
institution  ;  also  what  provision  has  been  made  for  antedating 
registration  of  a  student,  and  if  the  fees  are  to  be  divided,, 
and  how  ;  the  Association  suggesting,  in  regard  to  the  last- 
named  point,  the  division  so  that  the  amounts  should  be  four 
guineas  and  six  guineas.  Finally,  the  Association  suggest 
that  the  student  should  be  informed  quickly  as  to  the  result 
of  the  first  day's  examination,  and  that  the  practical  part 
should  come  first." 


Dewsbury  Pharmacists'  Association. 

At  the  monthly  meeting  of  this  Association  on  January  9> 
there  were  present  Messrs.  R.  Broadhead  (Bailey),-  Presi- 
dent, A.  B.  Barker  (Heekmondwik"),  J.  Rhodes  (Mirfield), 
S  N.  Pickard  (Ossett),  W.  Blakeley  (Birstall),  H.  Mor- 
timer (Batley),  J.  Day,  R.  Gledhill,  G.  N.  Gutteridge„ 
and  G.  Butterfield  ;Dewsbury),  and  G.  Walker  (Birken- 
shaw),  Secretary. 

Organisation  Discussion. 
Arising  out  of  letters  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
and  the  Croydon  Pharmacists'  Association  on  the  subject 
of  local  organisation  a  long  discussion  ensued. 

Mr.  Gledhill  said  the  Pharmaceutical  -Society  are  anxious 
to  send  representatives  to  the  various  local  Associations 
to  discuss  pharmaceutical  politics. 

Mr.  Pickard  remarked  that  in  times  past  they  had  had 
repiesentatives  down  to  explain  methods  of  organisation 
and  so  on,  but  in  his  opinion  they  had  really  come  to  fee! 
their  pulse  and  eee  what  they  thought  about  the  Society. 
So  far  as  giving  information  on  organisation  was  concerned 
the  Association  could  have  given  the  Society's  delegate 
points.  Chemists  are  organised  sufficiently  ;  it  is  work  that 
is  wanted.  If  the  Society  would  show  them  that  their 
schemes  are  worthy  of  consideration  and  worth  fighting 
for.  they  would  find  in  the  West  Riding  the  most  loyal 
supporters  they  could  wish  for. 

Mr.  Gledhill  pointed  out  that  the  only  way  they  can 
get  the  Society's  views  is  by  inviting  a  representative  to 
address  them.  If  the  local  Associations  are  eo  well 
organised  and  the  Society  is  as  badly  off  as  Mr.  Pickard 
had  suggested,  let  them  give  the  Society  some  straight  tips. 

Referring  to  a  suggestion  that  a  representative  should  be- 
invited  to  attend  the  annual  dinner,  Mr.  Broadhead  re- 
marked that  they  wanted  to  get  a  man  down  who  would' 
be  prepared  to  be  "heckled,"  and  they  could  not  do  that 
at  a  dinner.  He  went  on  to  say  that  in  private  conversa- 
tion the  Society  is  very  often  severely  criticised  by  men 
who  are,  however,  very  quiet  in  public.  As  a  consequence, 
the  Society  gets  the  impression  that  the  general  mass  of 
members  thoroughly  agree  with  their  policy  and  work. 
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There  arc,  however,  a  lot  of  things  that  need  looking  into, 
and  in  this  connection  Mr.  Broadhead  referred  at  some 
length  to  the  Committee's  scheme  for  the  division  of  ihe 
Minor  and  the  curriculum. 

Mr.  Gledhill  said  they  also  wanted  to  know  what  the 
Society  is  going  to  do  to  remove  the  stigma  which  had 
bpen  cast  upon  chemists  by  the  report  on  "  The  Practice 
of  Medicine  and  Surgery  by  Unqualified  Persons."  If 
there  is  to  be  a  Select  Committee  to  inquire  into  this  thing 
on  behalf  of  the  medical  men,  chemists  ought  to  have  their 
side  represented. 

After  further  discussion  it  was  decided  to  invite  a 
member  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to 
discuss  pharmaceutical  matters  with  the  members  of  the 
Association.  It  was  also  agreed  to  hold  the  annual  dinner 
at  Batley  this  year. 

Cardiff  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

A  Special  Meeting  of  the  members  of  this  Association 
was  held  at  the  Angel  Hotel,  Cardiff,  on  January  11,  for 
the  purpose  of  discussing  the  paper  of  Mr.  J.  Lea  (('.  d-D., 
December  3,  1910,  p.  858)  on 

Pharmaceutical  Training. 
Mr.  J.  Lee  Jones  occupied  the  chair.    The  discussion 
throughout  was  of  a  conversational  character,  and  the 
suggestion  of  Mr.  Lea  that  Esperanto  should  be.  accepted 
as  a  modern  foreign  language  in  the  Preliminary  examina- 
tion was  received  with  much  disfavour.    Attention  was 
called  to  the  criticism  of  "  Xrayser  II."  in  the  C.  <!•  D., 
and  generally  the  opinion  was  expressed  that,  although 
Esperanto  might  be  useful  in  the  future,  it  would  be  of  no 
advantage  at  present.    Mr.  E.  Poole  thought  it  would  be 
dangerous  to  include  the  language  in  the  Preliminary,  for 
if  prescription.-,  were  written  in  it  t he  public  would  gain 
a  knowledge  that  would  be  detrimental  to  the  chemist. 
Passing  on  to  the  next  suggestion  of  Mr.  Lea  that  book- 
keeping might  with  advantage  be  added  to  the  Preliminary 
examination,  the  meeting  was  practically  unanimous  in  its 
favour.    With  regard  to  the  suggestion  that  the  standard 
of  examination  should  be  raised,  there  was  much  conflict 
of  opinion.      Some   members   thought   the  Preliminary 
should  reach  the  Matriculation  standard  ;   but  Mr.  A. 
Hagon  was  not  prepared  to  go  as  far  as  that,  observing 
that  any  lad  who  could  pass  that  would  not  want  to  be  a 
■chemist.    Mr.   H.  J.   Bellamy  said  they  all  wanted  to 
encourage  the  right  class  of  youths  to  enter  their  ranks, 
but  the  question  was  which  were  the  best  means  to  be 
adopted  to  accomplish  that.    To  make  the  examination 
stiffer  or  not?    For  his  own  part,  he  thought  the  standard 
of   the   Preliminary   was   sufficiently   high.    Mr.    J.  D. 
Jenkins  believed  that  if  they  raised  the  standard  they 
would  get  fewer  applications  for  apprenticeship.  Mr. 
Hagon  was  against  increasing  the  strenuousness  of  the 
Preliminary.    The  standard  was  already  as  high  as  they 
could  demand  from  the  class  of  boys  who  were  likely  to 
enter  the  craft.    Mr.  Poole  said  if  they  wanted  a  youth 
to  pass  the  Matriculation  they  would  have  to  offer  shorter 
hours  and  pay  better  wages.    Mr.  Hagon  thought  a  sug- 
gestion that  had  been  made  that  the  registration  fee  for 
apprentices  should  carry  the  right  to  the  supply  of  the 
"  Journal  "  for  a  given  period  a  very  good  one,  and  should 
be    forwarded    to    the    Pharmaceutical    Council.  Mr. 
Bellamy  considered  it  a  mistake  to  put  such  enormous 
■stress  on  the  education  of  a  candidate.    It  was  the  man  of 
commercial  ability  who  succeeded  nowadays.    Very  often 
the  man  who  had  great  difficulty  in  scraping  through  an 
examination  made  the  best  business-man.    (Hear,  hear.) 
Mr.  Hagon,  referring  to  Mr.  Lea's  suggestion  that  herbal- 
ists should  show  some  fitness  similar  to  the  Irish  registered 
druggist,  said  it  would  be  a  dangerous  thing  to  permit  any 
lower  qualification  than  at  present  existed.    Mr.  Bellamy 
said  they  did  not  want  any  official  recognition  of  herbalists. 
Some  of  the  public  had  quite  sufficient  faith  in  them  already, 
and  they  had  a  wonderful  faculty  in  relieving  customers 
of  what  cash  they  possessed.    A  resolution  was  carried 
embodying  points  in  the  discussion,  and  a  vote  of  thanks 
was  accorded  to  Mr.  Lea  for  his  paper. 

The  meeting  proceeded  to  consider  the  draft  scheme  for 
the  division  of  the  Minor  examination  and  a  curriculum  of 
study,  in  the  course  of  which  Mr.  Bellamy  threw  out  the 


suggestion  that  a  man  who  had  passed  the  Intermediate 
examination  should  be  given  the  right  to  sell  poisons  in 
Part  II.  during  the  temporary  absence  of  his  principal. 
Mr.  Hagon  said  the  hours  and  lectures  mentioned  in  the 
syllabus  had  been  well  thought  out  by  the  committee  of 
the  Council,  and  he  thought  the  arrangement,  on  the 
whola,  was  a  wise  or».  Of  course  the  object  was  to 
enable  a  youth  to  get  proper  assistance  during  his  appren- 
ticeship. After  long  discussion  the  draft  scheme  was 
approved,  subject  to  the  incorporation  of  the  following 
modifications  :  That  a  certain  amount  of  practical  and 
theoretical  pharmacy  be  included  in  the  Intermediate  ex- 
amination, also  that  the  recognition  of  part  of  the  botany 
be  deleted  from  the  Intermediate  and  put  in  the  Final. 


COMPANY  NEWS. 


British  Cajiphor  Co.,  Ltd. — Report  of  liquidator  (Mr.  C.  J. 
Ford)  at  meeting  to  be  held  at  4b  Frederick's  Place,  Old  Jewry, 
London,  E.C.,  on  February  8,  at  noon. 

J.  Wells  Wood,  Ltd.,  chemists,  late  of  92  Green  Lanes, 
and   241    Victoria    Park    Road,    London,    N. — A  meeting 
of   the   creditors   of   the    above   was   held   on  Thursday, 
J  anuary    12,    at  the  offices  of  Mr.   Frank  Tingle,  C.A., 
110  Gannon  Street,  E.G.    The  liquidator  reported  that  the 
meeting  had  been  called  in  consequence  of  the^  shareholders 
having  passed  a  resolution  for  voluntary  liquidation.  The 
company  was  formed  in  July  1909,  to  acquire  from  Mrs.  E. 
Wells  Wood  the  businesses  carried  on  at  92  Green  Lanes  and 
241  Victoria  Park  Road.    The  nominal  capital  of  the  company 
was  100/.,  divided  into  shares  of  1/.  each.    Only  six  shares 
had  been  issued.    Mrs.  Wells  Wood  was  the  holder  of  five 
shares,  while  Mr.  Groves  held  one  share.    The  purchase 
price  of  the  assets  taken  over  by  the  company  was  1,000/.,  and 
this  was  discharged  by  the  issue  to  Mrs.   Wells  Wood  of 
debentures  for  1,000/.  '  The  business  at  Green  Lanes  had  been 
carried  on  for  a  number  of  years  by  Mr.  Wells  Wood.  After 
Ins  death  the  widow  was  advised  that  she  could  reasonably 
expect  to  obtain  a  sufficient  income  if  she  had  a  second  shop. 
Accordingly  she  purchased  the  business  at  Victoria  Park 
Road  for  200/.,  and  was  obliged  to  borrow  that  amount. 
Under  the  Pharmacy  Acts  she  could  only  carry  on  the  business 
as  the  executrix  of  her  husband,  and  it  became  necessary  to 
form  a  company.    The  assets  taken  over  by  the  company  were 
as  follows:  Leases  and  goodwill  of  the  two  businesses,  500/.  ; 
stock  at  Green  Lanes,  293/.  7s.  Id.  ;  cash  in  hand,  6/.  12s.  lid. ; 
fixtures,  80/.;  stock  at  Victoria  Park  Road,  60/.;  and  fix- 
tures, 60/.    The  business  at  Victoria  Park  Road  was  sold 
towards  the  end  of  1909  for  327/.    The  whole  of  that  amount 
was  received  by  Mrs.  Wells  Wood,  and  applied  in  part  pay- 
ment, of  the  debentures    held  by  her.     The    Green  Lanes 
business  was  sold  on  December  12  last  for  375/.   to  a  Mr. 
Harrison.    The  whole  of  that  amount  would  also  go  to  the 
debenture  holder,  and  it  would  be  apparent  that  there  was 
nothing  whatever  for  the  unsecured  creditors.    The  claims  of 
the  trade  creditors  amounted  to  248/.  12s.  Id.,  while  there  were 
also  preferential  claims  of  36/.  3s.  1(Z.    A  trading  and  profit, 
and  loss  account,  had  been  prepared  covering  the  period  from 
July  17,  1909,  to  December  12  last.    During  that  time  the 
sales  were  1,674/.,  with  a  gross  profit  of  454/.    After  provid- 
ing for  the  expenses  there  was,  however,  a  net  loss  of  148/. 
The  principal  expense  of  the  business  was  the  salaries,  which 
had  amounted  to  321/.    In  reply  to  questions  the  liquidator 
stated  that  the  debenture-holder  would  receive  in  all  about 
697/.    Her  claim  could  not,  be  discharged  in  full.  Dissatisfac- 
tion was  expressed  at  the  position  disclosed,  and  a  creditor 
inquired  if  Mrs.  Wells  Wood  proposed  to  make  any  offer  to 
the  trade  creditors.    The  liquidator  replied  that  he  had  not 
received  any  instructions  on  that  matter.    No  resolutions 
were  passed',  and  the  liquidation  of  the  company  therefore 
remains  in  the  hands  of  the  present  liquidator.    The  follow- 
ing are  creditors:  Baiss  Bros.  &  Stevenson,  Ltd.,  London 
(25/);  Burgoyne  Burbidges  &  Co.,  London,  (19/.);  Blyton. 
Astley  &  Co.,  Manchester  (10/.)  ;  Ingram  &  Royle,  London

TRADE  REPORT  AND  MARKET  REVIEW. 


The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive 
the  goods  into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be  incurred  in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs,  oils,  and 
many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher  prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities  of  natural 
products  even  i  1  bulk  quantities.    Retail  buyers  cannot,  for  these  and  other  reasons,  expect  to  purchase  at  the  prices  quoted  here.

BUSINESS  is  now  assuming  its  normal  proportions,  and 
with  the  resumption  of  the  drug-auctions  to-day 
buyers  have  been  covering  their  wants  more  freely,  and 
the  week  has  been  fairly  active.  In  the  private  market, 
however,  price-alterations  have  not  been  numerous,  but 
generally  they  are  in  favour  of  sellers.  American  pepper- 
mint oil  is  expected  to  go  still  higher,  and  some  are  holding 
above  market  rates.  Menthol  is  also  firm,  but  unaltered; 
the  U.S.A.  is  still  a  buyer.  Turmeric  is  dearer  and  in 
more  demand,  and  holders  of  balsam  tolu  and  colocynth 
have  marked  up  their  prices.  Jalap  to  arrive  has  been 
sold  in  quantity,  and  prices  show  a  recovery.  Peach- 
kernel  oil  is  dearer  in  one  quarter.  The  Italian  essential 
oils  are  practically  unchanged.  Higher  prices  have  been 
paid  for  spot  ergot.  The  advance  in  santonin  was  not 
subsequently  confirmed,  one  of  the  makers  dissenting. 
Morphine  is  dull.  Tartaric  acid  and  cream  of  tartar 
are  firm,  and  citric  acid  slow.  The  following  table  shows

The  following  is  an  extract  from  a  letter  received  by  a 
Loudon  firm  of  agents  from  their  principals  in  the  U.S.A.  : 
"  One  of  the  chief  bottling  firms  has  bought  during  the  past 
ten  days  about  5,000  lb.  of  not  good  quality  oil,  paying  the 
price  of  prime^  and  in  some  instances  a  trifle  more.  Other 
dealers  have  shown  eagerness  to  acquire  stocks,  and,  all 
told,  more  than  20,000  lb.  has  changed  hands.  We  do  not 
believe  there  is  in  the  hands  of  the  farmers  more  than 
30,000  lb.  or  35,000  lb.,  and  stocks  at  the  disposal  of  dealers 
are  not  large.  If  the  demand  during  the  first  seven  months 
of  1911  is  as  large  as  it  was  at  the  corresponding  period  of 
1910  there  will  surely  be  an  apparent  shortage  of  peppermint. 
The  supply  is  so  limited  that  we  believe  the  market  is  going 
to  respond  rapidly  to  the  slightest  buying  movement,  and  we 
can  see  nothing  whatever  in  the  situation  to  prevent  a  higher 
market,  without  any  unnatural  assistance  on  the  part  of 
dealers  who  might  be  benefited." 

Linseed-oil  Prospects. 

Far  from  experiencing  any  relief  from  the  Argentine  crop- 
prospects  such  as  were  entertained  a  month  or  two  ago,  and 
referred  to  in  our  issue  of  December  31,  the  situation  in 
linseed  oil  has  once  more  been  seriously  aggravated  by  the 
successive  further  reductions  in  the  estimates  of  the  probable 
Argentine  output  in  the  last  fortnight  or  so.  This  has  been 
reflected  in  a  renewed  rapid  advance  in  the  price  of  the 
product  to  within  measurable  distance  of  the  extreme  figure 
touched  last  October — viz.,  46Z.  5s.  per  ton  for  spot  oil  in 
London,  which  compares  with  only  13/.  15s. ,  the  other  extreme 
recorded  in  1904.  The  strength  of  the  position  and  the  serious 
situation  now  confronting  the  crushing-industry  are  empha- 


sised by  the  fact  that  the  raw  material  stands  at  a  price 
relatively  much  higher  than  the  by-product.  The  crux  of 
the  situation  is  that  on  the  top  of  the  "  famine  "  conditions 
which  have  prevailed  across  the  Atlantic  during  the  past 
year  the  River  Plate  crop  is  now  estimated  no  larger  than,  if 
at  all  equal  to,  that  of  last  season ;  and,  moreover,  the  U.S.A. 
will  be  more  than  ever  dependent  upon  importations  of 
Argentine  seed  in  order  to  remedy  as  much  as  possible  the 
heavy  deficit  of  her  last  crop.  American  importations  this 
season,  though  the  subject  of  some  uncertainty,  are  estimated 
at  at  least  250,000  tons,  or  practically  one-half  of  the  probable 
total  export-surplus  from  the  River  Plate.  European 
crushers,  who  were  in  recent  months  most  reluctant  to  pur- 
chase seed  beyond  urgent  requirements,  have  lately  been 
more  anxious  buyers,  as  prices  threaten  to  rise  higher  than 
ever  and  to  keep  at  a  very  high  level  at  least  during  the 
greater  part  of  this  year,  or  until  the  prospects  of  the  next 
North  American  crop  can  be  approximately  gauged.  Spot 
oil  is  very  scarce,  and  the  discount  for  near  months  tends 
to  shrink.

As  is  usual  during  the  first  days  of  the  New  Year,  the 
market  has  been  quiet,  but  a  firm  tendency  has  been  and  is 
predominant  among  holders.  This  firmness  is  not  due  to 
any  actual  scarcity  of  oil,  because  as  a  matter  of  fact  there 
is  a  good  margin  of  stocks  carried  over  from  last  year.  But 
tfche  general  opinion  among  people  interested  is  that  the  1911 
cod  will  only  yield  small  and  lean  livers,  with  a  low  per- 
centage of  oil.  In  other  words,  they  believe  that  the  gradual 
•decline  in  fatness  observed  in  1909  and  1910  from  the  extra- 
ordinary fat  cod  of  1908  will  continue  in  a  more  marked 
•degree  for  this  year's  cod.  The  cod  has  already  made  its 
first  appearance,  and  the  condition  of  the.  fish,  although  leaner 
than  last  year's,  does  not  seem  poor.  However,  it  is  always 
•difficult  to  form  any  judgment  on  the  first  catches,  and  it 
•will  be  better  to  await  more  detailed  reports  from  the  fishing 
places,  which,  weather  permitting,  will  be  in  a  fortnight. 
The  actual  price  for  finest  non-congealing  oil  is  110s.  per 
barrel  c.i.f.

Ergot  remains  extremely  firm  and  very  scarce,  with 
small  sales  to  manufacturers  at  3s.  6d.  per  lb.  spot  for 
sound  Spanish,  but  3s.  9r/.  is  now  asked.  The  U.S.A. 
has  made  further  purchases  on  the  Continent  at  a  high 
figure.  In  the  drug  auction  four  packages  of  Spanish 
were  limited  at  from  3s.  6d.  to  3s.  9c/.,  and  Russian  at 
3s.  6d. 

Fenugreek-seed  is  steady,  a  fair  business  being  re- 
ported at  8s.  3r/.  to  8s.  6d.  per  cwt.  for  weathered  Morocco, 
and  10s.  6d.  for  good  bright. 

Hydrastis. — There  appears  to  be  nothing  now  obtain- 
able on  the  spot  below  lis.  per  lb.  net. 

Jalap. — A  large  business  has  been  done  to  arrive  prin- 
cipally January-March  shipment,  and  the  market  is  now 
firmer,  with  offers  at  from  11//.  to  Is.  per  lb.  c.i.f.  for  fair 
testing  root.  The  new  crop  is  estimated  at  about  80  tons, 
or  about  the  same  as  the  previous  season.  In  the  drug- 
auction  two  bags  fair,  without  test,  sold  at  Is.

A  further  advice,  dated  January  7,  reports 
that  full  prices  have  been  paid  for  the  few  lots  of  new 
crop  offered,  and  the  market  is  very  firm. 

Linseed  is  dearer,  the  price  of  good  clean  quality  being 
now  74s.  to  77s.  6(7.  per  quarter. 

Menthol  remains  firm,  with  small  spot  sales  at  lis.  9(/. 
for  both  Kobayashi  and  Suzuki ;  to  arrive  business  has  been 
done  in  Suzuki  at  lis.  c.i.f.  for  February-March  shipment 
and  buyers  ;  for  Kobayashi  lis.  3d.  c.i.f.  is  quoted.  There 
is  a  large  American  inquiry  on  the  market. 

Morphine. — Market  is  extremely  dull  at  from  6s.  4<7. 
to  6s.  5(7.  per  oz.  for  hydrochloride  as  to  quantity. 

Opium. — The  London  market  is  quiet,  quotations  for 
Smyrna  druggists'  remaining  unchanged  at  from  13s.  6d. 
to  14s.  To  arrive  quotations  remain  as  before  and  are 
somewhat  nominal  at  13s.  c.i.f.  Persian  is  also  quiet, 
prices  being  too  high  to  permit  of  business. 

Writing  on  December  30,  a  Smyrna  correspondent  states 
that  the  market  has  been  quiet,  with  sales  amounting  to 
only  five  cases  current  t.q.  at  from  12s.  6<7.  to  12s.  9(7.  Sellers 
continue  to  maintain  a  firm  attitude,  and  it  is  not  expected 
that  the  next  business  will  be  effected  .at  any  lower  rates. 
The  arrivals  to  date  amount  to  4,223  cases,  against  1,836 
at  the  same  period  of  last  year. 

A  further  Smyrna  advice,  dated  January  7,  states  that  the 
sales  of  the  week  amounted  to  130  cases  for  U.S.A.  at 
118  piastres,  or  13s.  2<L.  c.i.f.  for  extra  Karahissar.  This 
slight  concession  on  the  part  of  holders  facilitated  business, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  further  transactions  will  take  place  at 
the  present  prices.

Peppermint  Oil.— American  tin  oil  shows  increasing 
strength,  and  the  range  of  quotations  is  now  from  10*.  M.

Japanese  oil  is  also  firm,  Suzuki  offering  for  February-

Java  Grass  Oils. 
Sir, — In  reference  to  your  article  on  this  subject  in  the 
€.  &  D.  of  January  7,  we  have  recently  had  occasion 
to  analyse  several  shipments  of  Java  oils,  and  give  below 
the  results  of  three  shipments  of  citronella  oil  examined. 
From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Java  oils  are 
certainly  much  superior  to  the  Ceylon,  and  we  can  quite 
agree  with  Dr.  de  Jong  in  hi6  contention  that  the  A. 
Nardus,  Java,  yields  a  better  oil  than  the  A.  Nardus, 
Ceylon.  We  here  give  the  analyses  of  the  citronella  oils 
in  question  :

The  figure  given  as  total  geraniol  is  the  total  acetylisable 
constituents  calculated  as  geraniol.  These  oils,  which 
came  from  the  "  Aromatica  "  factory,  Java,  fully  comply 
with  Sehimmel's  ordinary  and  amended  tests,  and  were 
decidedly  more  soluble  than  the  Ceylon  oils,  as  would 
be  expected.  Sehimmel's  tests,  although  convenient  and 
useful,  are  not  sufficient  at  the  present  time;  and  we  are 
most  decidedly  in  agreement  with  the  opinions  that  have 
recently  been  expressed  that  citronella  oils  should  be  dealt 
with  on  the  basis  of  the  percentage  of  acetylisable  con- 
stituents. 

Java  Lemongrass  Oil. — We  have  examined  several 
samples  from  the  "Aromatica"  factory,  and  find  the 
citral-content  varied  from  70  to  78  per  cent.  The  oils 
compare  most  favourably  with  Perak  and  Ceylon  oils, 
having  a  rather  cleaner  odour  and  yielding  sweet-smelling 
citral.  They  are,  however,  not  so  soluble  as  the  oils 
pieviously  mentioned. 

Backhousia  Citriodora  Oil. — At  present  this  is  unob- 
tainable. We  received  several  large  shipments  of  it  some 
years  back,  and  found  the  citral-content  as  high  as 
98  per  cent.  ;  but  as  a  general  rule  it  varied  from  96  to 
97  per  cent,  by  the  absorption  method.  As  already  stated, 
we  have  been  advised  that  it  is  impossible  to  distil  the 
oil  on  the  basis  of  the  prices  that  are  offered.  We  have 
not  had  any  shipments  for  eighteen  months,  and  Back- 
housia citriodora  oil,  therefore,  cannot  be  considered  as 
a  serious  commercial  competitor  of  Java  or  Ceylon  lemon- 
grass  oil.

Mercuric-nitrate  Ointment  (So-called). 

Sir, — Mr.  Cowley,  in  last  week's  issue,  says  that  he 
pointed  out  years  ago  that  the  official  mercuric  nitrate 
ointment  contains,  in  his  opinion,  no  nitrate  of  mercury 
whatsoever.  As  he  mentions  that  the  "Extra  Pharma- 
copoeia," inter  alia,  "  perpetuates,  this  legend,"  I  may 
perhaps  be  permitted  to  make  a  few  remarks  on  the  sub- 
ject. In  the  first  place,  we  all  know  there  are,  virtually, 
two  B.P.  mercuric-nitrate  ointments.  One  is  the  fresh 
ointment,  and  the  other  is  the  ointment  more  or  less  aged. 
Dealing  with  fresh  B.P.  ointment,  I  must  confess  I  was  a 
little  sceptical  concerning  Mr.  Cowley's  statement  that 
all  the  mercury  is  in  the  form  of  salts  of  elaidic  acid  and 


acids  produced  by  the  oxidation  of  the  fats,  and  that  it 
contains  no  nitrate  of  mercury  whatsoever.  It  is  true 
that  other  workers — Mr.  Maben,  for  example — have  made 
similar  statements,  which  seem  to  have  been  generally 
ignored,  presumably  by  reason  of  the  difficulty  of  proving 
the  actual  condition  of  the  mercury ;  hence  there  has  been 
an  acceptance  of  the  original  idea  that  the  mercury  is,  as 
intended,  in  the  form  of  mercuric  nitrate.  It  became  a 
question,  therefore,  of  nitrate  v.  elaidate  (leaving  out  the 
question  of  basic  mercury,  which  we  find  in  large  pro- 
portion in  the  "old  "  variety),  and  to  devise  a  process  of 
estimation  if,  in  the  elaidate  condition,  various  methods 
already  exist  for  determining  total  mercury. 

It'  we  start  with  the  assumption  that  the  B.P.  name  is 
correct  and  that  Cowley  is  wrong,  it  is  necessary  to  devise 
a  process  of  extracting  the  mercuric  nitrate;  but  this  can- 
not be  done  with  any  degree  of  accuracy  or  confidence,  for 
the  simple  reason  that  mercuric  nitrate  is  soluble  only  in  a 
"little"  water.  If  we  use  more  than  the  "little"  there 
is  the  certainty  of  decomposing  the  compound  into  basic 
nitrates.  Then,  again  (reverting  to  Mr.  Cowley's  theory), 
if  we  use  acid  there  is  always  the  chance  of  decomposing 
the  elaidate  if  present.  Having  proved  by  washing-out  the 
ointment  with  water  that  there  is  some  nitrate  of  mercury 
present,  in  the  form  of  mercurous  and  mercuric  nitrates, 
the  next  step  was  to  assume  an  elaidate  and  to  devise,  if 
possible,  a  simple  process  of  determining  the  quantity  in 
this  condition.  I  convinced  myself  of  the  fact  that 
mercuric  oleate  20  per  cent,  (made,  in  my  opinion,  with 
oxide  in  preference)  is  readily  soluble  in  ether  and  in 
petroleum  ether,  and  the  mercury  can  be  precipitated 
from  it  with  H.,S  (shake  the  liquid  with  a  little  water  and 
acidify  before  passing  in  the  H,S).  It  was  to  be  assumed 
that  the  isomeric  elaidate  would  operate  similarly.  The 
process  was,  therefore,  to  weigh  a  convenient  quantity  of 
the  ointment,  say  3  grams,  in  a  beaker,  mix  with  aboat 
40  c.c.  ether,  filter  into  a  separator,  and,  taking  an  aliquot 
part,  to  add  a  little  water  and  pass  in  H,S  to  complete 
precipitation.  Dissolve  (in  the  separator)  the  sulphide  by 
means  of  aqua  regia,  transfer  aqueous  liquid  to  a  beaker, 
reduce  acidity,  drive  off  ether,  dilute  with  water,  pass 
H..S  again,  collect  and  weigh.  Working  on  these  lines,  I 
was  able  to  find  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  mercury ; 
but  the  unfortunate  fact  is  that  both  mercuric  and  mer- 
curous nitrate  are  to  some  extent  soluble  in  0.720  ether 
and  in  petroleum  ether,  which  solvent  also  occurred  to 
me.  In  several  of  these  solubility  trials  there  were  signs 
of  simultaneous  decomposition.  Further  experiments  are 
necessary  to  show  whether  there  are  other  solvents  more 
suitable  for  the  purpose. 

A  verv  appreciable  amount  of  mercury  was  found  m  an 
aqueous  extractive  (which  was  found  to  be  strongly  acid) 
of  the  ointment.  Basic  nitrate  was  also  present.  _  Mer- 
curous nitrate,  as  already  stated,  could  be  proved  in  the 
watery  solution.  In  addition  to  the  above  data,  a  small 
qualitative  experiment  gave  the  following  : 

"  A  clear  petroleum-ether  solution  of  the  ointment,  after 
washing  out  with  water,  then  with  a  mixture  of  equal  parts 
of  nitric  acid  and  water  (mercuric  nitrate  is  easily  soluble  in 
this  strength  of  acid— mercurous  nitrate  less  so)  until  the 
washings  gave  no  further  indications  of  mercury  with  H2b, 
still  contained  mercury.  About  six  washings  were  necessary. 
The  fact  of  the  mercury  still  remaining  in  the  petroleum-ether 
solution  after  such  treatment  would  favour  Mr.  Cowley  s 
contention  '  that  mercuric  nitrate  is  entirely  decomposed  in 
the  presence  of  the  fats  ' ;  and  yet,  on  the  other  hand,  the  six 
washings  with  strong  acid  necessary  look  as  if  a  decomposi- 
tion of  elaidate  or  other  organic  compound  was  proceeding, 
or,  again,  there  may  be  a  persistent  retention  of  inorganic 
mercury,  which  Mr.  Cowley  has  confused  with  elaidate,  etc. 

My  conclusion  is,  therefore,  that  I  certainly  do  not 
agree  with  Mr.  Cowley  that  "there  is  no  nitrate  of 
mercury  whatsoever  in  the  ointment,"  but  there  is  cer- 
tainly a  very  large  proportion  in  a  condition  soluble  in 
ether  and  in  petroleum  ether.  This  may  be  elaidate  or 
other  salt,  or,  indeed,  it  may  be  an  inorganic  salt  retained 
which  is  difficult  to  determine  owing  to  the  accompany- 
ing complications.  Further  experiments  will  show  the 
best  modus  operandi,  of  conclusively  separating  and  de- 
monstrating the  elaidate  if  present.  The  problem  appears 
comparatively  easy  until  one  goes  into  it  practically.  In 
the  meantime,  if' any  reader  happens  to  remember  Mr. 
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(  'owley  s  method  of  procedure  I  shall  be  much  obliged  if  he 
will  refer  me  to  "chapter  and  verse."  Mr.  Cowley  draws 
attention  to  the  marked  acidity  of  the  B.P.  article.  This 
is  dealt  with  pretty  fully  in  the  last  edition  of  the  "  Extra 
Pharmacopoeia."

The  Proposed  Curriculum. 
SlR, — Will  any  reader  be  good  enough,  and  perhaps 
clever  enough,  to  give  me  a  good  reason  for  enforcing 
such  a  curriculum  as  is  proposed  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council?  The  whole  scheme  is  so  ridiculous  that  it  would 
be  a  waste  of  time  to  criticise  the  details  of  it.  We  all 
know  that  a  student  must  have  the  necessary  knowledge 
before  he  can  satisfy  the  examiners  at  the  Minor  examina- 
tion. If  he  has  that  knowledge  I  fail  to  see  how  it 
concerns  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  as  to  how  he  ob- 
tained it.  The  object  of  the  proposal  seems  to  be  to 
prevent  brains  competing  with  capital.  No  matter  what 
intellect  a  young  man  may  possess  he  must  undergo  the 
prescribed  course  and  suffer  the  enormous  expense  of  it. 
I  hive  received  a  good  education,  have  passed  the  Pre- 
liminary examination,  and  at  present  1  am  trying  to 
educate  myself  as  economically  and  as  thoroughly  as 
possible  in  order  to  fit  myself  for  a  pharmacist.  Will 
you  tell  me  why  I  should  be  disqualified  to  compete 
for  my  hoped-for  position  be  ause  I  cannot  afford  to 
undergo  the  expense  of  the  proposed  training''  If  such 
a  scheme  is  sanctioned.  I  shall  be  compelled  to  seek  other 
means  of  earning  my  livelihood.

Sir, — The  much-talked-of  curriculum  promised  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  has  at  last  been  placed  before  us 
for  consideration  and  discussion,  and  on  examination  I 
frankly  admit  1  do  not  like  jt.  That  three  years  shall 
elapse  after  the  registration  as  a  student  before  the 
candidate  may  present  himself  or  herself  for  t he  Final 
examination  will  meet  with  general  satisfaction,  though  it 
would  be  more  desirable  if  it  could  be  enforced  that  no 
chemist  shall  take  an  apprentice  until  the  Preliminary 
equivalent  has  been  passed.  This  would  prevent  many 
undesirables  from  entering  the  door  of  pharmacy  alto- 
gether, for  from  such  the  ranks  of  the  permanently  un- 
qualified have  in  the  past  largely  been  recruited.  My  ex- 
perience is  that  many  enter  pharmacy  with  a.  foundation 
of  chemistry,  etc.,  already  obtained  while,  at  school.  Most 
youths  who  enter  pharmacy  in  England  are  drawn  from 
grammar  schools,  higher-grade  schools,  and  the  like,  where 
chemical  laboratories  exist  and  where  theoretical  and  prac- 
tical chemistry  are  taught,  and  they  take  up  pharmacy 
because  of  a  leaning  toward  chemistry  acquired  at  school, 
or  because  some  friends  or  relatives  are  chemists.  I 
venture  to  say  that  a  large  percentage  of  these  youths 
have  a  fair  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  chemistry  and 
physics  before  joining  our  ranks,  which  frequently  lies 
dormant  for  a  time;  they  can  by  their  own  reading  and 
grasping  of  opportunities  continue  their  studies  without 
any  compulsory  training  and  spending  a  long  period  in 
being  taught  much  of  that  which  they  have  already  ac- 
quired. Demanding  from  them  such  a  period  of  study  as 
this  scheme  for  the  "Intermediate"  requires  is  doing 
them  a  great  injustice  :  it  places  them  on  a  level  with  those 
who  have  done  no  such  early  study,  and  looks  rather  like 
a  case  of  "levelling  down."  The  demand  for  300  hours' 
work  in  practical  chemistry  and  100  hours'  lectures 
in  chemistry,  together  with  the  specified  hours  in 
practical  and  theoretical  botany,  will  mean  at  least 
six  months'  entiro  devotion  to  the  work  by  those 
whose  position,  geographical  or  otherwise,  does  not  allow 
them  to  take  the  course  slowly  during  apprenticeship  at 
a  school  of  pharmacy,  technical  school,  or  other  institu- 
tion. I  consider  that  the  demand  for  such  a  long  period 
of  study  for  this  Intermediate  examination  is  unnecessary 
and  will  act  harshly  on  a  considerable  number  of  young 
men,  deterring  many  of  them  from  taking  up  the  calling. 
There  is,  however,  still  the  Final  examination  which  will 
really  be  the  "stile."  Practical  chemistry  will  still  be  a 
subject,  of  this  examination  under  the  guise  of  practical 
pharmacy.   Why  200  hours  of  practical  pharmacy?  Much 


of  the  work  will  have  been  done  in  the  practical  chemistry 
of  the  Intermediate.  The  testing  of  B.P.  chemicals 
drugs,  etc.,  for  impurities  and  admixtures,  and  the  carry- 
ing out  of  the  volumetric  estimations  of  the  B.P... etc., 
will  be  largely  "practical  chemistry"  over  again.  The 
scheme  as  placed  before  us  for  the  Final  will  demand  a, 
further  six  months'  continuous  study  at  some  "  recognised 
school  or  institution.  ' 

I  should  like  to  know  what  schools  the  Society  mean 
by  "recognised"?  Is  there  anything  behind  this  ?  Are 
the  existing  private  institutions  scattered  over  the  country, 
which  have  done  for  the  past  thirty  or  forty  years,  arid 
are  still  doing,  yeoman  service  in  the  "training  of  phar- 
macy" (despite  what  their  detractors  may  say),  to  be 
recognised?  What  guarantees  are  the  Society  going  to 
give  that  they  intend  to  recognise  them?  These  guaran- 
tees the  principals  of  the  existing  private  schools  must 
demand.  The  double  period  of  study  as  required  by  the 
proposed  curriculum  will  undoubtedly  more  than  double 
the  expenses  of  preparing  for  qualification,  thus  a  much 
heavier  burden  will  be  thrown  on  the  individual,  parents, 
or  guardians.  And  to  what  end  ?  Already  they  find  the 
drain  on  their  resources  more  than  enough  from  the  first 
day  of  apprenticeship  to  the  passing  of  the  Minor.  Is  the 
return  commensurate  with  the  outlay?  In  other  words- 
can  pharmacy  stand  it?  Other  professions  or  businesses 
much  more  lucrative  than  pharmacy,  where  entry  is  only 
obtained  by  apprenticeship  and  subsequent  examination, 
require  no  such  specified  course  of  training  before  entry 
for  the  final  qualifying  examination.  The  law  and 
chartered  accountants  are  instances  where  the  status  is- 
higher  than  that  of  the  pharmacist.  The  reason  is  ob- 
vious  :  pharmacy  has  become  largely  a  trade,  and  the 
tendency  is  more  and  more  in  that  direction.  Will  higher 
training  of  the  aspirants  change  it?  I  trow  not.  If  it 
could,  we  have  already  sufficient  means  for  higher  training 
in  the  study  required  for  the.  Major  examination.  If  there- 
was  any  growing  demand  for  the  highly  skilled  in  phar- 
macy, and  any  considerable  financial  "plums"  to  be  ob- 
tained, we  should  have  more  preparing  themselves  for 
this  higher  examination  :  but  we  find  rather  the  reverse. 
Each  year  fewer  are  taking  this  diploma,  which  is  certain 
evidence  that  the  highly  skilled  are  at  a.  discount  in  one 
tailing,  and  the  average  needs  do  not  demand  it. 

The  main  reason  urged  by  the  Society  for  demanding 
such  evidence  of  long  training  is  the  number  of  failures 
that  occur  at  each  examination.  Will  the  curriculum 
change  it  ?  We  must  look  for  evidence.  In  Ireland  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  have  long  demanded  such  a  curri- 
culum, but  the  percentage  of  passes  in  not  higher  than  in 
Creat  Britain.  I  find  that  the  average  pass  at  the  Phar- 
maceutical Licence  examination  is  36.5  per  cent.,  and  it 
has  fallen  as  low  as  18  per  cent  of  those  presented.  There- 
fore 1  can  safely  say  "No:  the  curriculum  will  not 
reduce  the  examination  failures."  According  to  the 
authorities,  the  raising  of  the  standard  of  the  Preliminary 
examination  was  going  to  increase  the  percentage  of  passes 
in  the  Qualifying  examination  ;  but  it  did  not,  and  neither 
w  ill  the  curriculum.  That  the  examination  needs  revising 
no  one  will  gainsay,  and  the  injustice  removed  of  a  candi- 
date having  to  pass  and  repass  in  those  subjects  which  he 
has  already  satisfied  the  examiners.  The  examination- 
could  with  advantage  be  divided  into  three  parts  r 
(1)  Practical,  (2)  written,  and  (3)  oral,  which  should  be 
allowed  to  be  taken  together  or  in  part,  and  credit  given 
if  pass  obtained  in  any  part  thereof.  The  "Practical" 
to  consist  of  practical  chemistry,  practical  pharmacy- 
(which  could  include  further  analysis  of  chemicals  and 
drugs,  etc),  and  practical  dispensing,  three  hours  in  each 
subject;  the  "Written"  to  consist  of  theoretical 
chemistry  and  botany,  with  certain  microscopical  work, 
floral  diagnosis,  etc.  ;  and  the  "  Oral  "  to  consist  of  pharma- 
ceutical subjects,  such  as  general  knowledge  in  pharmacy, 
knowledge  of  the  B.P.  and  pharmaceutical  Latin  and 
prescription-reading,  and  materia  medica.  Such  would  not 
be  a  drastic  change,  but  would  make  for  a  more  thorough 
and  fairer  examination.  The  six  months'  training  for  the 
Final  might  he  then  demanded  without  much  hardship 
being  inflicted.

Ac.  sulph.  dil  2  oz. 

Aquae  1  gal. 

Shake,  allow  to  stand  for  at  least  twenty-four  hours  before 
•decanting  the  clear  solution."  (We  purposely  refrained  from 
recommending  a.  chlorine  preparation,  as,  although  much 
employed,  the  effect  of  such  a  solution  on  an  engraving  is 
disastrous.  The  paper  is  bleached  perfectly,  but  it  is  almost 
impossible  to  wash  out  the  last  traces  of  chlorine,  and  this  in 
time  destroys  the  pigment. — Ed.]

An  Explosive  Mixture. 

Sib, — Can  you  tell  me  how  to  dispense  the  following?  I 
have  tried  it  several  ways,  but  it  always  forces  its  way  out  of 
the  bottle  if  shaken,  and  runs  over  the  label  :

W.  T.  G.  (112/3.) 

[Wo  have  not  been  able  to  get  this  to  run  over  the  bottle, 
but  the  cork,  loosely  inserted  in  the  bottle,  has  gone  "  pop  " 
several  times,  indicating  pressure  from  inside.  Heat  5  oz. 
•of  water  to  120°  F. — i.e.,  warm  enough  to  accelerate  whatever 
reaction  is  occurring,  but  not  hot  enough  to  decompose  the 
sodium  bicarbonate — and  dissolve  in  it  the  iron  and  ammonium 
citrate;  place  the  bismuth  carbonate  and  the  sodium  bicar- 


bonate in  a  warm  mortar,  rub  down  smooth  with  the  warm 
iron  solution  poured  in  gradually,  add  the  glycerin  of  carbolic 
acid,  and  allow  the  whole  to  remain  in  the  mortar  for  ten 
minutes  or  longer  if  convenient,  then  transfer  to  the  bottle, 
add  5  minims  of  chloroform  and  sufficient  water  to  produce 
6  fluid  oz.  Test  your  iron  and  ammonium  citrate  and  bismuth 
carbonate  for  acidity.  We  notice  that  after  standing  two 
days  the  insoluble  material  in  the  mixture  prepared  with 
warm  water  shakes  up  and  diffuses  more  easily  and  completely 
than  that  in  the  mixture  prepared  without  heat.]

Sanol  (119/26). — The  terms  of  a  lease  as  regards  fire- 
insurance  must  be  strictly  adhered  to  by  the  lessee. 

P.  J.  (160/67). — The  solicitor  who  drafts  a  will  for  any 
poison  is  frequently  appointed  an  executor.  When  one  is 
in  any  difficulty  as  regards  the  appointment  of  an  executor, 
it  is  well  to  name  the  Public  Trustee.  Full  particulars  in 
regard  to  the  Public  Trustee's  fees  for  the  administration  of 
an  estate  may  be  obtained  on  application  to  the  office, 
3  and  4  Clement's  Inn,  Strand,  London,  W.C. 

Lex  (157/5). — A  chemist's  prescription-books  are  his  own 
property,  and  no  person  has  any  legal  right  to  require  a 
chemist  to  supply  him  with  a  copy  of  a  prescription  contained 
therein.  There  has  been  no  legal  decision  on  the  subject, 
but  the  custom  of  the  trade  is  to  give  copies  of  prescriptions 
to  the  original  holders  thereof  as  an  act  of  grace,  and  some- 
times a  charge  is  made  for  the  copy.  You  will  find  the 
subject  fully  discussed  in  "  The  Art  of  Dispensing,"  pp.  6  to  9. 

Thymol  (154/40). — A.  and  B.  were  in  partnership;  A.  re- 
tired from  the  firm;  B.  still  trades  as  A.  &  B.  Does  that 
make  A.  liable  in  any  way,  and  could  A.  stop  B.  from  trading 
as  A.  &  B.  ?  [B.,  trading  as  A.  &  B.,  does  not  make  A. 
liable  for  the  acts  of  B.  if  the  usual  precaution  was  taken 
when  dissolving  partnership  of  giving  public  notice  of  the 
dissolution.  If  this  was  not  done,  A.  must  take  the  con- 
sequences of  his  neglect,  among  them  the  apparent  pledging 
of  his  credit  by  B.  so  far  as  the  use  of  his  name  is  concerned. 
Without  particulars  of  the  terms  upon  which  the  partnership 
was  dissolved  we  cannot  say  whether  B.  is  acting  illegally  or 
not,  but  if  there  was  no  specific  agreement  as  to  the  use  cf 
A.'s  name  by  B.,  A.  can  stop  such  use.]

Laxative  dose  for  a  child  of  one  year,  |  to  lg  grain ;  as  an 
alterative  smaller  doses — for  an  infant  up  to  six  months, 
g  grain  ;  above  that  to  twelve  months.  £  to  3  grain.  Calom  el 
is  usually  given  in  doses  of  i  grain  for  two  to  four  months, 
I  grain  for  four  to  six  months,  £  grain  for  six  to  nine  months, 
and  1  grain  for  nine  months  and  upwards.  Infants  tolerate 
larger  doses  of  calomel  than  they  are  entitled  to  by  theory. 
Laudanum  should  not  be  administered  to  children  on  account 
of  their  sensitiveness  to  opiates.  Castor  oil :  A  child  of  one 
year  old  may  safely  be  given  a  dose  of  3].  or  even  31J. 
Jalap  :  For  a  child  of  one  year  old  the  dose  is  1  to  2  grains. 
Magnesia:  As  an  antacid,  3  to  5  grains;  as  a  laxative, 
10  grains;  but  liq.  magnesia  curb,  is  preferable  for  children, 
the  dose  being  13SS.  for  a  child  of  one  year. 

K.  B.  L.  (145/57).— The  hair-pomade  stated  to  have  great 
hair-growing  properties  probably  contains  a  little  pilo- 
carpine nitrate,  which  is  often  found  in  such  preparations. 

G.  T.  (Lahore)  (136/69).— (1)  Book  on  New  Remedies.— 
Cobientz's  "Newer  Remedies"  (Apothecary  Publishing  Co., 
Boston,  U.S.A.)  is  a  book  which  meets  your  requirements. 
There  are  two  or  three  books  in  German  which  would  bo 
more  suitable.  (2)  Medical  Teems— We  gave  a  list  of  medical 
dictionaries  in  The  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary  for  1906 
One  of  the  larger  ones,  such  as  Dunghson's  or  Gould  s,  would 
bo  what  you  require,  but  neither  is  quite  satisfactory  as 
regards  the  English  pronunciation  of  Greek  words. 

S.  T.  (124/61).— (1)  Fumigation  with  hydrocyanic  acid  would 
destroy  the  Ceickets  and  Cockroaches  which  infest  the  bath- 
ing establishment,  but,  as  this  is  probably  impracticable, 
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you  might  try  injecting  a  little  liq.  amnion,  fort,  into  the 
crevices  which  the  insects  haunt.  (2)  Coltsfoot-leaves  are 
smoked  as  a  tobacco-substitute,  but  the  products  of  combus- 
tion are  not  odourless. 

Pink  (123/73). — Emulsion  of  Cod-liver  Oil  with  Chemical 
Food. — Prepare  an  emulsion  with  less  water  than  usual, 


according  to  the  following  formula  :

Powdered  acacia  ...  ...  ...  Jij. 

Syrup  of  tolu    3iss.

Triturate  the  oil  and  acacia  together  in  a  mortar,  add  3  oz. 
of  water  all  at  once,  and  triturate  until  a  thick  creamy  emul- 
sion is  produced.  To  this  add  the  flavouring,  the  syrup,  and 
the  rest  of  the  water.  Then  nearly  neutralise  chemical 
food  Jij-.  and  add  gradually  to  the  above  emulsion. 

J.  A.  H.  (149/46). — Diagram  Lantern-slides.— The  methods 
of  preparing  these  were  given  in  the  C.  <£•  D.,  January  15, 
1910,  p.  95. 

P.  P.  P.  (149/43).— Plant-diseases.— Stevens  and  Hall's 
"  Diseases  of  Economic  Plants  "  (Macmillan,  8,s.  bd.)  is  the 
most  recent  work  of  this  description. 

Connaught  (137/74). — (1)  We  do  not  know  the  composition 
of  the  sheep-wash  to  which  you  refer.  (2)  Rangoon  Oil  is  a 
crude  petroleum  obtained  from  the  oil-fields  of  Upper  Burma, 
the  name  being  taken  from  the  port  of  shipment.  (3)  Baking- 
powder. — The  following  is  a  good  recipe  for  this: 

Cream  of  tartar  (95-per-cent.)  ...  4  parts 
Bicarbonate  of  sodium    ...       ...    2  parts 

Ground  rice   ...       ...    3  parts 

Mix.

Hairdic  (Sydney)  (149766).— Walnut  Hair-dye.— The  fol- 
lowing are  formulas  such  as  you  require:

Glycerin        ...    50  parts

Boil  the  walnut-shells  with  350  parts  of  hot  water,  and  to 
the  clear  liquid  add  the  resorcin,  glycerin,  and  sufficient  water 
to  make  up  the  measure.

Ammonia  solution    1  part 

Water    2  parts 

Eau  de  Cologne    ...  a  sufficiency 

The  walnut-shells  are  exhausted  w  ith  the  mixture  of  ammonia 
and  water,  and  the  extract  evaporated  to  a  syrupy  consist- 
ence.   To  this  an  equal  volume  of  eau  de  Cologne  is  added. 

.7.  B.  (145/17). — Braxy  in  Sheep  is  a  well-recognised  disease, 
for  which,  unfortunately,  no  specific  has  as  yet  been  dis- 
covered. It  was  stated  by  the  Departmental  Committee  of 
the  Board  of  Agriculture  which  sat  in  1907  that  braxy  could 
be  prevented  by  drenching  with  a  culture  of  the  bacillus 
during  the  period  of  resistance.

The 
meals  containing  oatmeal  generally  require  soaking  over- 
night and  boiling  for  ten  minutes. 

Mihi  (84/21). — (1)  Non-inflammable  Benzine  is  carbon  tetra- 
chloride mixed  with  an  eighth  of  its  volume  of  benzine. 
(2)  Have  you  tested  for  iron  in  liq.  euonymin.  et  pepsin.  Co., 
or  are  you  judging  by  the  coloration  of  the  cork  '!  There 
are  three  formula?  for  the  liquor  in  "  Pharmaceutical  For- 
mulas," that  originated  by  the  Bournemouth  Pharmaceutical 
Association  being  the  simplest  to  prepare. 

W.  P.  P.  (142/43). — Anguentum  or  anguintum  is  a  synonym 
for  ung.  plumbi  albi.  which  is  made  by  mixing  white  lead 
1  part  and  simple  ointment  5  parts.  Sometimes  any  white 
ointment  is  given. 
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11'.  P.  (145/21). — (1)  Liquid  Metal-polish  without  Sedi- 
ment.— This  would  be  a  mixture  of  solvents,  such  as  the 
following  :

— We  gave  an  outline  of  the  process  in  the  C.  <Ss  D., 
April  9,  1910,  p.  562,  to  which  please  refer.  (2)  We  do  not 
think  that  biscuits  containing  50  per  cent,  of  cod-liver  oil  will 
be  appreciated,  as  the  oxidation  which  must  take  place 
through  the  subdivision  of  the  oil  will  give  a  very  rank  flavour 
in  a  short  space  of  time. 

F.  H.  D.  (123/62).— Bleaching  Horsehair.— Most  works 
on  bleaching  deal  with  whitening  of  cotton,  linen,  wool, 
and  silk.  We  are  informed  that  it  is  not  possible  to  obtain 
a  pure  white  horsehair  unless  naturally  white  hair  is  used 
to  commence  with.  The  horsehair  is  washed  in  hot  soap- 
suds, rinsed  with  hot  water,  and  soaked  in  an  alkaline  solution 
of  hydrogen  peroxide  for  twelve  hours,  finally  drying  slowly. 

L.  M.  (Genoa)  (91/19).— The  articles  on  "  Modern  Skin- 
creams"  in  the  numbers  of  the  C.  &  D.  for  April  1909  will, 
give  you  the  information  you  require. 

F.  J.  H.  (86/16).— Liquor  Calcis  Sulphurate,  known  also 
as  Vleminck's  or  Vlernmingk's  solution  of  .sulphur,  is  pro- 
bably what  you  are  referring  to.    It  is  made  as  follows  : 

Slaked  lime  3v. 

Sublimed  sulphur  3vl'j- 

Water   31vj. 

Add  the  mixed  powders  to  the  water,  boil  down  to  32  oz., 

strain,  and  bottle.    Decant  as  required. 

W.  H.  (142/55).— Cement  for  Vulcanite. — Saturated  solu- 
tion of  shellac  in  spirit  is  employed,  but  to  make  a  perfect 
joint  a  vulcanising  process  is  necessary.  The  method  con- 
sists in  smearing  the  edges  of  the  joint  with  the  thick  liquid 
produced  by  evaporating  a  mixture  of  sulphur  (1),  caoutchouc 

(3)  ,  spirit  (6),  and  carbon  bisulphide  (100),  and  heating  the 
vulcanite  to  about  310°  F.  for  four  hours. 


Retrospect  ol  Fifty  Years  Ago.

The  paragraphs  inserted  under  this  heading  are  intended  to 
recall  important  and  interesting  events  of  the  past,  as  well 
as  to  afford  contrasts  with  what  is  happening  now. 


The  Medical  Inquisition. 

The  Chemists  and  Druggists  of  England  are  an  unfortunate 
race.  They  work  early  and  late,  on  Sundays  and  week-days, 
and  all  to  be  rewarded  with  more  kicks  than  half-pence.  Thoy 
are  abused  by  rigid  pharmaceutists  for  dabbling  in 
"  sundries  " ;  are  dammed  up  within  certain  limits  by 
meddling  Acts  of  Parliament;  and  are  looked  upon  with 
active  jealousy  by  the  whole  medical  profession.  If  they 
glance  at  an  'errand-boy's  tongue;  suggest  an  effervescing 
cure  for  convivial  excess ;  or  give  a  child  a  spoonful  of  liquid 
senna  as  a  remedy  for  worms,  they  are  liable  to  be  prosecuted 
for  injuring  "  the  faculty."  The  surgeon  in  the  next  street 
has  a  legal  right  to  all  the  invalids  in  his  district,  and  no  one, 
whether  led  by  whim,  convenience,  or  motives  of  economy, 
dare  ask  a  druggist  any  questions  about  his  bodily  ailments. 
To  do  so  is  to  nourish  "  illegal  practice,"  and  although  the 
penalties,  according  to  the  Medical  Acts,  are  paid  by  the 
answering  chemist,  the  babbler  about  head-aches,  and  pains 
in  the  stomach,  is  certainly  the  first  offender.  The  chemist 
professes  to  do  nothing  but  to  sell  certain  drugs  and  chemicals, 
and  he  hangs  out  no  sign  to  attract  consulting  custoin.  His 
lamp  is  not  more  dazzling  than  that  of  his  neighbour's— the 
surgeon's  ;  his  night-bell  is  not  more  prominent,  his  know- 
ledge of  ordinary  medical  practice  may  be  almost  as  great, 
and  his  knowledge  of  chemistry,  botany,  and  toxicology  may 
be  far  greater— and  yet,  if  he  ventures  to  suggest  that  one 
drug  will  produce  sickness,  and  that  another  is  a  good  tonic, 
he  is  breaking  the  seal  that  Parliament  has  placed  upon  his 
lips. 
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
